The f ollovdng is the result of an interview vdth LOUIS

\iy LOO y/ent on to say that FELIX then went to work for a 
Doctor MAJ^^OLPER, 10^0 Park Avenue, Nev^ York City,;, as a chaxiffeur, doing city 
driving at a salary of about $15 psr vreek. He then v;ent to work for a Mr^ 
BLACKMAN or BLACKNER at 76th Street and Central Park Yfest, Nev/'York City as 
a chauffeur at a salary of $30 or $40 per weelco LOO said that on this job, 
INSLERJ.1AN made, many extended trips throughout the South, and as a result of 
this. Loo lost close contact v/ith him except for occasional visits from him 
when he returned to Nev; York City. 


He next heard,, from him during the early part of the v;ar, 
about 1941 or 1942, when he heard that INSLERMN was working for a GLEN L, 
MARTIN C01.?PANY in Baltimore. LOO v;as not certain of the time INSLERMAN 
moved to Baltimore, However, he knew that it was some time after he had

INSLERIdAN' S activities. 

V/hen questioned concerning INSLERIiAN’S hobbies,. LOO stated 
that he was greatly interested in phptography, and some time after he departed 
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Yor Baltimore he acquired a Leica, camera.- He did not knov? fronj whom INSLERi.IAN 
received the Leica and could offer nothing ftrrther regarding it. 

He added that INSLERMWJ had many friends at the Estonian 
Club in Nev; York City, but. said that those named above were in a better position 
to furnish information about him. 

It is to be noted that TED and MILDREM HORNING have previously 
been i'nterviev/e^ by the Albany Office, and an interview with RICHARD LOTUS 
ia being set forth as part of this report. 

V/ith reference to the name LUDV7IG E. 100, lOUIS E. 100 
advised that this was his true name but that he was commonly known as lOUIS 100 
to friends of long standing. 

A review of the files of this office reflect that Confidential 
Informant N advised that in 1937, LUDWIG E. LOO of 1144 Nelson Avenue, Bronx, 

New York, signed a Communist Party Election Petition. It is’ believed likely 
that this individual is identical vd.th the aforementioned LUDV7IG E. LOO.

Mr. and Mrs. LOTUS were interviewed at their home a«\d provided the 
follovd^g information:

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prior io 'that lived for a five year period at i^l Saratoga Avenue, Yonkers, 
New York* ' ' ' . 


In ansv/er to the question, LOTUS stated that he was presently- 
unen^loyed, having been released, from his last employment on January- lU*, 
19l»9. !me last emplSyer was the GENp/iL PRECISION lABOR/iTOlIL^,, 
Pleasaht'^lle, New York as a tool maker. LOTUS volunteered the information 
that, the ostensible reason for ’his release was because he was too slow 
in the work but that he--felt the real reason for his release was due to 
his friendship vdth PEIIX INSLEEUiAN* Amplifying tois point, LOTUS stated 
the GENEIblL PRECISION I/iBORATORIES are under Navy control because of the 
character of their work and he believed the Navy caused his release for 
security reasons. 

- LOTUS then asked if the point of Agents’ inquiry of him .concerned 

his friendship \dth E3LIX INSLERI-IAN. I^pori being advised that such was 
the case, LOTUS stated .there was little he Could tell Agents’ about 
INSLl^l/'.N as he is afflicted with a very poor memory for events, dates, 
places and persons.

It was pointed out tp LOTUS that his wholehearted cooperation 
and assistance in answering questions was solicited in viev/ of the extreme 
importance of the matter in hand whereupon he promised to, cooperate 
in a voluntary mnner in every possible way and that, he would withhold 
ho information concerning INSLERI^IAN, 

LOTUS stated that .he has knovai INSLERiffiN for approximately twenty 
years, haying first met hiia in 1929 because his .(LOTUS’)* parents were 
friendly with INSLERM/iN’S parents. At this iime, he stated, INSLERMAN 
lived in 'an apartment house located on 122nd Street between ^cond an’d 
Third' Avenues v;hereas he, LOTUS, lived on 121st S'treet between Third and 
Lexington Avenues. - 

LOTUS ad'vised that INSLERMf».N married iii 1935 or exactly two years, 
prior to his own marriage on June 5, 1937. He stated iNSLERM/».N was married 
3ji,the B:*onx County Court House on Trimont Avenue to-ELIZABETH RYNDERS. 

At his own, marriage,-LOTUS stated, INSLEmN was his best man. 

• It is to be noted, that LOTUS was. questioned about INSIERllAN’S 
various places of residence-during this earljr period 1935 and up to date 
but pleaded his memory y/as poor oh this subject; Accordingly, Mrs. LOTUS, 
who was-present throughout the entire interview, advised as follows: 
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; . She stated that INSLEIgiAN ^ after his narriage in 1935> living 
on a street inuaediateiy behind Rooievelt ffiigh School on J'ordhata'Road in ' 
the Bronx but that she was unable to recall the house nunber. She stated 
she could not recall exactly'how long the INSLERM/'.NS resided at this 
address but that two, probably- three years later, they moved to an apartment 
house on Bpston Road directly across'the street from Morris High School 
in- the' a*ohx* The exact house nunber was unrecalled. 

Sometime during the period of 1935 until the INSLERMiNS moved to 
Baltimore which date IJrs, LOTUS recalled as 3ate‘1937’> she stated the 
INSLERllfkNS resided v/ith her mother, who owns a three family home in .that 
section ,of the Bronx overlooking the Polo Grounds, ,Mrs, LOTUS was unable 
to advise anything <»ncerning INSLERMfvN* S various places of enploymsht, 

USr, LOTUS stated he could recall, but one place of employment for 
INSLERMA.N during his entire New York period and that, was a firm, name 
unrecalled, but located in Brooklyn which manufactured bakelit'e condensers 
for radio or electri’cal use. He stated this employment was at .night and 
diiring the dajrfcime INSLER^^/iN attended Cooper Union, Mrs. LOTUS amended 
this statement to add that INSLERi.?/iN attended Brooklyn Polytechnic 
prior to,. Cooper Union, 

}Srs}, LOTIB recalled in the Spring of, 1938 they had gone to 
yrashington'7tb“see' the 'cherry blossoms and while- there spent one v/eekend 
with the INSLERN/iNS.at their Baltimore home, exact address not known. It, 
was agreed by the LOTUS* that this was in either' March or April, 1938, 
Concerning. .INSLERIiAN* S employment at this particular time, LOTUS stated 
he believed he'was Employed by the GLENN L. MARTIN COJ-ffA^, All efforts 
to,, cause LOTUS to recall any prior employment to the MARTIN COMPANY was 
uhsuccessfxil, ' ' . ^ 

V/ith respect to INSLERi<!/!.N*S whereabouts as of 1937 both the LOTUS' 
were_ absolutely positive that INSLERMN and his "^fe were living in the Bronx 
at the time of the LOTUS* marriage on *June^5> 1937« It was definitely 
recalled that INSLSIMAN did not -make the trio- from Baltimore to be best man 
at. LOTUS* -wedding. . ‘ , - 

f si LOTUS stated that she has been-a life Igng acquaintance of 
NDERS (lNSLERM^i.N»S vdfe). She stated they ai^tended .Roosevelt 
in the Bronx as students together and subsequently lii^t courses 
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at the College of the City of Nev/ York* These school attendances occurred, 
Mrs. LOTUS stated, prior to either marriage, t irs. T.QT) US^stated that she 
introduced INSLERIAN’S vdfe to him at the *time‘. 

The name of KARLi4<J4A.TNEEK T/as mentioned to the LOTUS* and Mr. _ 
LOTUS advised the name was ccn^letely unfamiliar to him although po^sibl^ 
iic-ofice knew an individual named K/iRL. Mrs, LOTUS stated the name was 
vaguely familiar to her as an individual who had possibly, many years 
earlier, belonged to an Estonian young people s'* group in Nev; York but that she 
could not be positive of this and thus she wished her position to be 
known as not being acquainted with KiiRL AMfi.TNEEK. 


Both the LOTUS* agreed that in addition to INSLEm.iAN*S interest in 
becoming an electrical en'gineer throughout the period of their acquaintance¬ 
ship, his hobbies would be photography and woodworking. 

LOTUS stated that INSLEIQvIAN had an excellent camera of the candid 
typej make hot knovai, vd.th the necessary equipment for developing and printing 
pictures. ' , 

Its* LOTUS recalled that while the INSLERMANS lived iq Baltimore, 
Mrs. INSLERMAN was employed 3Ji the Billing Department of either' Montgomery 
Ward- or Sears Roebuck while at the same time INSLERlAN-attended Johns' Hopkins 
University. 

Both Mr. arid Mrs. LOTUS stated that INSLERI.IAN was not a 'member of 
the Communist, Party to the very best of their knOTledge, 


Through the entire period, the LOTUS* admitted seeing the 
INSLERMANS frequently while the INSLERllANS were in New York and aporoximately 
once a year when the INSLEEMANS left Nev; York. Both stated there was no 
correspondence between the two families during the interim between visits. 

Both agreed they had visited INSLERfiAN* at his farm in Cambridge, New York 
on several occasions^ INSLETtMAN’S most recent visit, LOTUS admitted, was . 
one week prior to Christmas, I948 when INSLERMAN and his wife came to 
their Golximbia Avenue home. At that time, according to LOTUS, INSLEMAN 
volunteered the information that he had been subpoenaed by the Federal Grand 
Jury for the Southern District of Ne'w York in ccrinection- with the’ inquiry 
that body was making irito the 'CHA2iBERS matter, LOTUS further Stated INSLERMAN 
volunteered the information he did not know CHAMBERS nor did he know ALGER 
HXSS^ LOTUS stated he did not question INSLERMAN conceiving his p^ticipation 
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in this matter and merely accepted INSIiERl!AN*S-remark in this connection 
■with the comment on iiis part* In answer to repeated .questioning on thiS' 
subject, n)TUS stated INSLERIIAN volmteered the aforementioned information 
and that he had no other k'no'wledge of the situation. He denied that 
INSLERl^ftN had cautioned him in any way concerning aspects of INSLERljS4N*S 
life in preparation for any inquiry that might later develop with the 
LOTUS family, ^ / 

It was pointed out to and Mrs, LOTUS that whereas 'they had 
promised their wholehearted cooperation in this matter, that their various 
answers to the various ^questions asked di’d not seem to be complete' and that 
their memories seemed vague on important points. Both the LOTUS* emphatically- 
stated they had exhausted their recollections on'the subject and v/ere 
cooperating fully with the Agents, 

It appeared to the Agents that Mr, and Mrs, LOTUS were evasive 
and ya^e oh critical periods in INSLERMN*S life and that they were ,not • 
volunteering information on any subject where the question 'was hot asked. 

At one point in the interview Mrs. LOTUS stated "If you doh* t* believe me^ 

■back me doim,** Both Mr, and lirs, LOTUS appeared ■bo be uncooperative in 
spite of. -their protestations to the contrary, 

A review of the filfts of t.hi« office reflects that oh December 23, 

19h7» Confidential Informant_^reported that the membership list of 

International Workers Order Lodge #^10 as' of December 19li6, rei'lected 
tha-b one RICHARD LOTUS, who was born in 1913, was a/member of this 
lodge, Sihce Lodge ^10 is located in Yonkers, New York and covers ■bhe area 
in which Hastings on Hudson is located and since" RICHARD LOTUS is known to 
have been born on June 19, 1913/ it is believed likely the RE CHARD, LOTUS 
interviewed in this matter is identical with the reported member of Lodge 5l0, 
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KARL AliATNEE K; with aliases KARI?WtNIEK, and KARL AMATNECK,, 
178 B^jeeclclr streeiV^i^ew Yprk, New York, ,who'is employed as chief of the 
Electrical .Testing Division.^of Consumer's Union of United States .Inc.,

DANAHY Jind, ROBERT.<F.. Xw O'KEEFE on January IS,. 1949. AMATNEEK advised 
that he, had--no recdllectitm^of ever having known FELIX A* INSLERMAN' or 
His .wife, ELmSETH RXNDERS^SLEm .fAN. He stated that he was most certain 
that he had never introduced them to each other although the possibility 
did exist that' he may have, known either or b'pth of them casually, many 
years ago through-hisv association’*Ath Latvians and, Estonians at various 
social clubs in‘New. York City. He advised that he recalled RICHARD LOTUS 
RTincipaliy because he had met RICHARD LO TOS several years ago in New York 
City .and. recalled hini-ifrom the preyibu^y mentioned meet.ihgs of the 
Estonian and Latvian social clubs.. 

AMATNEEK'advised that he had at1^end'ed..Gpoj^r Union over a period 
of four years* from ,1928 to 1932 ahd therp was a slight possibility that 
he iiiight l[ia.ve been;, in a class with FELIX INSLERMAN,but the latter's name' 
and' description, left him without, any recollection of ,eyer shaving knovm - 
him,

A'ith reference to LUDWIG E. .LOO of 192 Jaques.'Street^ Staten 
Island, AMTNEEK ad'vised that this name v/as vaguely* familiar,,to him and 
he believed that ?he knew' him many years agio' in Estonian and- Latvian • 
circles’* in;-New 'York City, ' AMATNEEK was questioned as to whether He vras 
acquainted ■with-VJHITTAKER C^JIBERS ar^, .adyise'd that, he had never met him ' 
and. knew nothing concerning" him-other than-that, which had’appeared in ‘ 
recent newspaper articles. . " ‘ ;

, ♦'AliATNEEK’was specifically question^ as to whethejc* he knew 
Colonel BOIffS' BYKOV and he denied any knowledge of the -latter, A^TNEEK 
in replyir^ to a direct question denied any past or present membership in 
the Communist Party, At the conclusion of this inter-view AMATNEEK was 
served with a subpoena for his appearance before the Grand Jury presently 
seated in the Southern District of New "York which subpoena called for 'his 
appearance on January 19, 1949. 


On the morning of Jahua^v 19, 1949, AMATNEEK appeared at'this 
office with his attorney,. Mr. RUBKl?METSKY of 15P Nassau Street^ New 
York City, A^^ATNEEK requested that a^hbtograph of INSLERMAN be e^ibited 
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to him. This photograph was exhibited to him and AMATNEEK 3 vas asked whether 
or not he recalled PELIX INSLERIiIAN at which time he stood mute,., His attorney 
replied that A1.IATNEEK was declining to .answer this question on his advicej, 

. A. review of the files of this .office reflected that Ai^ATNEEK is 
the-.subject of a pending case file entitled, “KARL A*.mTNEEk, was.j SECURITY 
^^AT^ER -C.;" A r;evi'ew'Of this file indicates that AMATNEEK was. born in 
•New Yqrk 'City bn. February 1, 1912, the son of WALDBjA R and ANl^TAHL 
A MATN EEK. -Both,of AJ.ttTNEEK'S parents were born in Ibtvia;. 


‘ , The- file further .reflects that at an early age^StlTNEEK' returned 

,t,o Europe v/ith his parents. Jrom ,1914 to 1921 he is said to have lived in 
Russia, and from •1921 untii his return to the United States in 1928 iie 
resided at Riga> Latvi^,- He attended' City College of New York and Cooper 
Union Institute of'Tecntiology, 

The file reflects that he was employed biy the Y/PA for 'a period 
of three .years until 1938 .when he was discharged after 'hearings on * 

cha'rges of having, engaged in other employment while' employed ‘by the Y/PA. 
He'TOs, subsequently, employed by the Amtorg Training Company for a period 
-bf about a year as ah interpreter and was then employed by the Consumer's 
Union of the United States. At the outbreak of the laqt war he left 
■Consumer's .Union and was employed by the Electronic Corporation of 
America, Since 1945, he has been re-employed by the Consumer's Union of 
the United States, 


AMATNEEK is the brother of ERNEST^^IATNIEK who is a Veteran bf 
.the Abraham Lincoln Brigade and ah associate of individuals of known- 
Communiqt sympathies. With reference to the latter,, it jviil be recalled 
that DOIaa&LVE^S, who was a known mail drop in New York City for .STEVE . 
|NELS0N in ,tn& Comrap Case,^resided over a period, of years with ERNEST 
itMTNIEr. The former ETHH^BINOraTZ, novf the wife of KARL A^IATNEEK,. 
was formerly the secretary ft>M. HEDLEY STONEj Vice-President bf the ’ 
National Maritime Union. ETHEL RARINOTOT^^^TNEEK, with aliases, is also 
the subject of a closed Internal .Security/-rf^fdle* in this office, 

A further review of '.the file of KARL AffATNEEK indicates! that 
dn 1933 and 1934 he registered for voting purposes as a Cemmuhist in 
New York City. Complete details- 'concerning KhRL‘ AMATNEEK may be found 
in the aforementioned case, file, , > ' 
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Reference is made to Alteny teletype dated January 19, 1949, 
advising that Mr. Aud Mrs. V/ALTE^RIGADIER of 183 Weaver Street, Scarsdale, 
New York, and JCHl^ERSNASON of Bronx, New York, were believed- by TED 
and MILBBE P_HORNING ^ to be good friends of FK,IX INSLERMAN. The following 
investigation was conducted by SAS JAMES A. DAVIS and HERBERT B. GRANT: 

. Mr, and Mrs. WALTER BRIGADIER were interviewed at their residence 
183 yi'eaver Street, Sc^sdale, New York, Mr. ^RIGADI® advised that he is 
also known as VISWAI^RTGADIER.' Mrs. BRIGADIER advised that she is a 
cousin of VIRGINIA^^OTUS, v/ho has been preyiously mentioned herein. 

The .BRIGADIERS stated that they have knoym FELIX INSLERMAN since 
approximately 1934. They stated that since that time they have seen him 
only on four or five occasions and consider him only as a casual acquaintance. 
Concerning INSLERMAN'S employment since the time they have known him, they 
advised that when they first made his acquaintance they believed that 
he was ai chauffeur but that they had no knowledge by whom he was employed. 

They were unable to furnish any information as to the nature- of his 
activities or employment other than the aforementioned and stated that 
they had nb knowledge that he was ever a member of the Ccmmunist Party or 
a Communist sympathizer. They stated that they believed the only friends 
known to them acquainted with the INSLERMANS would be Mr, and Mrs. 
RICHAECL LOTUS . who have been previously interviewed, ' 

With reference to his own background, Mr, BRIGADIER advised 
that he is employed at the present time as an office manager of the Luby 
Chevrolet Company, Larchmont, New York, and that he has always been in 
the auto business, , 

Concerning their previous addresses the BRIQADIE^ advised that 
they formerly lived at 19 Euclid Avenue, Ardsley, Nev/ York} 30 Rumsey 
Road, Yonkers, and '2463 Grand Avenue, Bronx,' Nev; York, 

Mr, HARLEJ})^aWS, 19 Euclid Avenue, Ardsley, New York, was 
interviewed and he advised that he was a teacher* in the Ardsley school 
and had lived for a period of three or four years in th^same house with 
the BRIGADIERS. He stated that he and his wif^ ARLEN^j^HCMAS, had 
frequently noted the decided pro-Russian at.titude. of the BRIGADIERS 
and had also noted that they had frequent visitors who appeared to be 
of Russian nationality. He further advised that BRIGADIER was known to 
him to be an enthusiastic camera fan, M© stated that he became so 
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perturbe.d at the pro-Russian and apparently Communistic attitude of the 
BRIGADIERS .that Xn 1943 he took the trouble to check their voting registration 
and had .ascertained that they were both registered as members of the 
American Labor Party, v 

A review of'the' files of this office reflected that in 1946 ISrs, 
ARLEN E THOMS, 1^ Euclid Avenue, the wife of the aforementioned, HARDEN 
MOBTs;' teiephpnicaily complained to this office of the pro-Russian 
attitude of Mr. and. Mrs, WALT ER BRIGADIER who were then residing 'at 
19 Euclid Avenue,. 'Mrs < TEOifAS was. quiried at this time by'the agent 
recei^ng the complaint but she could recall no specific instances of the, 
BRIGADIERS having made prO'H^ussiah statements. "She stateci that this was 
a general attitude- of theirs which left'.no doubt in her-mind but that they 
were Communist syyj^thizers, ' . ' 

N/. A further review of the files reflects that on February 10, 1941 
CHftRL^^IRPA, Secretary of the Control! Comniissioh and a leading functionary

. , Mrs. ESTElL^^SNASON was interviewed by SA JCHN J* DANAHY 

and lAWRENCE BRACKEN ax her home 3344 ]^. independence Street,. She 
advised that she had met F^IX and EL IZABETH INSLERMAN on one occasion 
yabout three years ago at which time J4rs, INSEERlteN/"' accprapanie^ by VIRGINIA, 
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LOTUS, visited Her briefly, shortly after Christmas Day, Later in the 
evening, F^IX 'iNSL^AN and RICHARD LOTUS called at the KERSNASON home 
for their wives and stayed for only a' brief period of time. She stated 
that she believes that her husband has known FELIX INSLERMAN for many years 
and would be able to furnish considerable information concerning him. 

However, she stated that she, herself, had no'information \i4iatsoever concerning 
INSLEi^N'S'activities, associates or employment, 

Mr, JCHN KERSNASON was interviewed by SA 'JOHN J, DANAHY at his. 
home, 3344. Ft, Independence Street, Bronx, New York. KERSNASON related 
that he first became acquainted with the INSLERMAN.fa^nily while still 
a; very young boy. He stated that-his father, DAViffn^NASO^ who now 
resides at 1996. Belmont i^vehue, Bronx, New York, way a native of Estonia 
and was probably acquainted with FELIX INSLERMAN'S father, AUGUST, in 
Estonia. He related that his father migrated to the* United States by 
way of Brazil"whereas AUGUST INSLERIfAN came directly here from Estonia, 

However, both^DAVID KERSNASON and'AUGUST 'INSLEK5AN engaged in the tailoring 
trade after'arriT^l here. 

He stated that he recalls knowing the INSLEK-ANS as a young boy 
but after the death of }irs. INSLERMAN, while FELix and HANS* were still 
young, they were moved to a foster hcsne in New Jerse’yand he saw' little, 
if anything, of them until about 1928. At this time he recalls he v/as in 
his last year in DeV/itt Clinton High School and FELIX INSLERJIAN was then 
enrolled in, Cooper Union, He stated that somehow or other he met FELIX 
INSLERllAN, probably through mutual Estonian friends, and thereafter, for ' 
a period of jrears, sought the assistance of FELIX INSLERJjIAN in his 
study of high school mathematics. He stated that at this tiiwe> which vrauld 
approximately 1928, he believed that IN^roMAN'was residing on East 34th 
Street between First and Second Avenues, 

t 

KERSNASON stated that.he visited the INSLER!iJAN hcsne^ on numerous 
occasions and recalls that FELIX was an ardent'radio amateur and had 
built a station of sorts in his apartment. His recollection of KANS 
INSLERMAN is that the latter was a very serious-minded engineering student 
who partici^ted in no manner whatsoever in politics but was constantly 
engrossed in His studies, jlbwever^- with relation to FELIX INSLERMAN he 
stated that he v/ould definitely classify ^ELIX as an ardent radical, and 
it v/ould be little surprise' to him if FELIX was an ardent advocate^ of 
of Communism^at that time*. He stated thaV he'recalled that‘FELIX had 
indicated an extreme dislike of the capitalistic system and recalled’ 
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that he was a frequent' contributor of, anonymous letters to local nev/spapers 
in which he strongly condemned the system. In explanation of this, KE^RSNASON 
related that his father had- once told him that AUGUST iNSLEKIAN 3 shortly 
after his arrival in the United States, had purchased several thousand 
dollars worth of Imperial Russian bonds through a local bank, //ith the, 
downfall of the Czarist Go'vernment these bonds became worthless and AUGUST 
INSLERJ/AN, in his ignorance,' felt that either, the New York bank, which had 
sold them to him, or the United States Government should make good his 
investment, .^i^-iVhen the impossibility^ of this was realized by INSLWiAN he 
became .an e trerae critic- of tbe American Government and KEI^NASON related 
that his father h^d told him that from that day forward he had never heard 
AUGl/ST INSLERMAN speak v/ell of the United States.

J^il^ERSNASDN stated that he believed that, it was very likely that'- 
August INSBERKtAN^S attitude had a decided influence ubon-'FELIX INSLERI-^AN 
and'wa^ prpbably the cause-of the latter’s political views. ’ It wds 
PRSi^SON’S. recollection that «UOUST INSLERMAN died possibly ten years ' * 

ago iri tlie Hospital fo^ Jpint peseases on ifedisoh iivenue,. 123rd Street, 

New York City, < , 

Continuing his narative of his association with FELIX INSLEIUiAN, 

related 4hat after his graduation from high school he attendeli ' 
New York University and became quite a successiul nuiddle distance runner. 

He. exhibited numerous prizes and trophies which’he has collected, through 
victories in-track events. He stated that toward the end of his course 
at New- York University, -which would be somewhere around 1932, he frequented* 
Estonian and Latvian Youth Club which, v/as located oh the,east, side of 
Le.^ngton Ayenue jnst belov/ 125th .Street, ''He stated that he attended 
meetii^s, .of .this club, purely for social purposes because dances^ were held 
there.,’ At .this club he once more became friendly with FELIX INSLERJiAN 
ahd’ kne’w hin fairly well, although he was not close socially to FELIX 
INSLERMAN as each had a different circle of friends, ■ - ' ‘ 

He stated; that this 'club was composed 'of about tv/enty-five 
members among them being, RICHARD LOTUS, "LOUIS'^0'0, and Y/ALTER BRIGADIER, 
who ha.ye been previously ment^ioned and v/ho he/c^sidered to be 
INSLERMAN'S closest .friends. He. stated that ’’LOUIS” LOO would) probably 
be considered the closest friend that INSLERJIAN had at this time bx 3 cause 
INSLEPJiAN had mo.ved in the .interim to East 122nd Street and was residing 
in the .same block with "LOUIS” LOO. KERSNiiSON is 'unceftairi’ of any 
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employment which 1NSLERMAN had at this period but he does recall that he 
held several ^obs as "a chauffeur and it is his recollection that on one 
or more jobs the opportunity for employment was given to him by “LOUIS" 

LOO v^o, v/as also a chauffeur and had previously resigned in the positions 
he advised FELIX INSLERMjiN to accept in-place of him, ' 

^ , KERSNASON stated that in the early '30*s, probably about 1932 

or 1933 a clique developed, dn the club: which clique was headed by 
INSLERflfiN, LOTUS, .LOO and BRIGADIER, and this, clique was .definitely 
of Communistic tendencies. He Advised that they endeavored to recr.u'it 
members for participation in ^fay Day Parades and,KERSNASON related that 
eventually he was warned of the radical tendencies of the club members 
by other friends of his and eventually withdrew from any active participation 
in the club. However,.he caspally visited the clubrooms for parties and 
recalls .that -he proMbly met FELIX'^INSLERKAN there on New -Years Eve of 
•1937 or 1938, He stated that on 'this meeting he gained his. Ifirst knowledge 
of the fact that INSLER^^AN had. i^ft ^ew York City to reside in Baltimore, 
Maryland and, he had no knowledge as to why INSLERil/iN h^d made ’this movei 

KERSNASON then .related that he had discussed INSLER.MAN since the 
latter’s publicity in connection with his appearance 'before 'the Grand * . 
Juiy and had occasion to refer to S diary which he kept ’in-194^ -This 
diary reflected that on December 29,- 1945, MILDRED HORNING., VIRGINIA 
LOTUS and ELIZABETH INSLERMAN visited his residence after attending ' . 
a baby shower in New York City a'nd later in the evening TED HORNING-, 

RICIteRD LOTUS and FELIX INSLERM/.N called for their \vives, atthe -KERSNASON 
residence. He stated that this vfas the last fime, that he had seen 
INSLERI4AN and he believed at that time that ‘he. had purchased a farm 
upstate but was probably residing, himself, ia New York City, KERSNASON 
was closely questioned as to any names or places of employment of 
INSLERMAN but he advised that he could not recall any^ but in the event 
he learned any information in this, regard he would immediately notify 
the interviewing agent,

Hri A.M, WARLLEj Cashier of the Lindenhurst, Bank, Lindenhurst, 
New York, ad-^ased that his records revealed that FEXIX A, INSLERVIAN 
and ELIZABETH ]NSLER’?AN' of 131-35 Street, Lindenhurst, Nev/ York, had 
maintained- a joint special checking account. On January 13, 1949, a-. 
Subpoena Duces-Tecum issued by the United States Attorney, SBNY, was 
executed dnd served upon ”r, ’TARDLE and ledger sheets of the 
aforementioned account, obtained and photostated.- 3he original shoots 
vfore returned to }Ir.

Lindenhurst bank ultimately received this check from the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Now York in their letter of 12 / 30 / 46 . Ihe last endorser 
was the Irving Trust Cemapny# No iXirthcr* information concerning this- 
check is available. 

The records rcflcctod-that on December 30, 1942 ELIZABETH ' ‘ * 

INSLERVjiN had a^heck in the amount of >1225 certified by the Lindenhurst 
Bank to DOROIH^^CSY who has booh identified as the previous ovvnor- of the 
INSLER'WI .farm and interviewed by the Richmond Field Office. 

17, 1949 SA B. P. IfcNAliARA made inquiries at“ the 
First National Bank of Lindenhurst and the Lindenhurst Post Office Postal 

Savings Branch but could locate no further accounts for FELIX or ELIZABETH 
RISLERMAFI.

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On January 17, 1949, SE \VILLIAM H. STAPLETON checked the New 
York Telephone Directories of 1935 and advised that the latter listed one 
FELIX A» INSLERliAN of 495 East 188th Street, BronXi New York, telephone 
Fordham 4-4697. 



SASJOHN J, DAI^HY and LAWRENCE H. BRACKEN conducted an 
extensive neighborhood investigation at 495' East 188th Street which is a 
large 24 family apartment house. No tenants could be located who could 
recall FELIX or ESTELLE INSLERJ4AN, I^rs. MINNIE DANIELS, superintendent 
of the aforementioned premises advised that she has been taking care of 
that house for the past eighteen years.' A photograph of INSLER^toN was 
exhibited to her and she was closely quiried concerning him but she advised 
that he must have resided there for a very brief period of time because 
she was unable to recall him. 

Mr^ P; GAETI, 1980 Crotona Avenue, Bronx, New York, advised that 
he had' been the agent for the premises at 495 East 18Sth Street for the 
past twenty-three years. He reviewed his files and all leases but could 
find no record of a FELIX A, INSLEKJ-IAN. A photograph of INSLSRJ-iAN was 
exhibited to him tut Mr. GAETI advised that he could not recall the latter. 

SA 'iyiLLIAM 6. McCUE was advised by the Consolidated Edison 
Company that all credit records concerning 495 East ISSth Street relating 
to tenants at that address prior to 1940 had been destroyed, 

SA McCUE also conducted an.investigation at the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company and was advised that no policy was outstanding for 
FELIX A. or ELIZABETH INSLERI-IAN. 


SE^ GERARD M, LENAHAN reviewed the records of the Credit. Bureau of 
New York on January 18, 1949 and advised that no information was available 
in the files of that organization other than recent nev/spaper clippings 
pertaining to INSLERloAN'S appearance before the Grand J,ury, 


SE CLINTON E, POLLOCK checked the records of the New York State 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles on January 17, 1949 for any operator's or chauffeui*s 
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license issued to FELIX INSLEKMAN in view of allegations received that the 
latter had once been employed as a chauffeur; SE POLLOCK advised that the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles had no record of FELIX INSLERMAN although the 
possibility existed that he had once held a chauffeur‘s licens^ but that 
his file pertaining to the latter had been destroyed upon the expiration 
of the license. 


• On January 18, 1949, SE C. E. POLLOCK reviewed the application 
records for all electoral districts in which FELIX INSLEK/iAN is known 
to have .resided in New York City;. A review* of these records reflected 
that in 1931 FELIX* INSLER^iAN, giving his age as 21 and his marital 
status, as single, registered from 337 East 34th Street; At this time 
he stated that he was a native of the United States, a student of 
Cooper Union and vras casting his first vote. He designated no political 
party affiliation. In the same year HA'NS INSLEmN,. his. brother, registered 
as a Socialist from 337 East 34th Street giving his age as 22 and his 
marital status as single. At this time.HANS-INSLERMAN stated that he was 
employed by the Micamold Radio, Corporation,* Flushing Avenue) Brooklyn,*- 

The 1932 registrations reflected that -HANS and FELIX INSLERliAN 
both registered- from 337 i^st 34th Street, At this time FELIX INSLERJfAN 
listed no political party while HANS INSLERM/iN registered as a Socialist,' 

The 1933 registrations,- pages 68 and 69,* of the 19th Election 
District,. 20th Assembly .District,- County .of New York)' reflected that' 

FELIX INSLOTAN, giving his address' as 3 I 4 East 122nd Street, registered 
on October 14,-. enrollment number 649> this registration indicated 

his* party affiliation to be Communist. He gave no indication of his 
employment'at this-registration. 

In the same registration,* the same Election District arii on 
the same pages, H/iNS INSLERMAN registered oh October 11,-^-enrollment number 
263 ,, address' 314 East 122hd Street,, and at the- time of this registration 
likewise gave his party affiliation as Communist. 

The 1934' electoral legistratiori* for* the 19 Election district, 

20th Assembly District, • pages* 68 and 69, reflected a registration on* 

October 1'3 for-FELIX INSLERIi^N fran 314'East 122nd Street.* INSLER^iAN 
at this time gave no employment but again listed his party affiliation 
as Ccmmunist.r ' 
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On January 20, 1949, SE C* E. POLLOCK procured photostatic copies 
of these registrations of 1933 snd 1934^ Additional photostatic copies 
were prepared frcm these in the Nev/ York Office and oh January 21, 1949, 
these photostatic ^copies, together .with five photostatic copies of a known 
signature of FELIX INSLEK.IAN and an original known signature of FKdX 
INSL®J.{AN, were- forvrarded to the FBI Laboratory for handwriting comparisons. 

By letter dated. January 25, 1949, the FBI Laboratory furnished

Result of Examination: 

It vas concluded that the FELIX JNSLERMAN signatures 
appearing on the second page of Qcl57 and Qcl58 (A and B) were 
written by the person who wrote the FELIX.A. INSLERMAN signatures 
appearing on specimens Kc331 through Kc336 (C through H). ^ 

Specimen K335 (G) vdll be returned to the New York Office \ 
as soon as photogiaphic copies have been made. Kc331 through 
Kc334 (C through F) and Kc336 .(H) are being retained in the 
Bureau's files. 


SE C, E, POLLOCK likev/ise reviewed the Bronx County Board of 
Election Records for any election registrations of FELIX INSLERMAN during 
the. period when he v/as believed to have resided in that county. Howevex*, 
no enrollment of FELIX INSLERMAN could be located in Bronx County for 
this, period. 

On January 24, 1949, SA CHARLES M.- CURRY reviev/ed the records 
of the'^Suffolk County Board of ^lections at Riverhead, Long Island 
through the courtesy of ADDIE DANOV/SKI, cierk’ of the Board,.., The records 
reflected the follovdng information; • 

The electoral registrations of 1942 and 1943 reflected no 
registration for a FELIX A. or ELIZABETH INSLERMAN. The records of the 
6th Election District', Second Assembly District of Babylon, Long Island, 
for 1944, reflected a registration of FELIX Ai'INSLERKlAN, residing at 
118-35th Street, Lindenhurst, Long Island. . At this time INSLETOfiAN registered 
as a Democrats The registration further indicated that he voted but 
gave no previous place of registration or voting. 
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The same record indicated that in 19^ ELIZABETH INSLERI^AN 
registered from the same address but gave no party affiliation. The record 
reflected that ELIZABETH INSL^^N did not vote that year. 

The registration for the Sixth Election District, Second 
Assembly District of Babylon ,for 1945 reflected similar registrations 
by FELIX A. and ELIZABETH INSLERI.IAN from the same address but indicated 
that neither designated a political party nor voted in the 1945 election.

On January 25, 1949, SA AUGUST J. MICEK caused a check to be 
made of the,records of the Bureau of Criminal Identification of the New 
York ^ty Police Department and also the records of the Bureau of Speoial 
Services and Investigation of that department. No record concerning 
FELIX A, INSLERMAN could be located through these chocks. 

On January 20, .1949, SA A, C. RURLINSON questioned MANNING 
JOHNSON, a former paid functionary of'the Communist.'Party, in an effort ' 
to ascertain v?hether or not he had any knowledge of FELIX 'iNSLEKiftN. 

A photograph of INSLERllAN was exhibited to JOHNSON by Agent BURLINSONi 
Hov/ever, JOHNSON advised' that he had never seen INSLERJ/AN before and 
had no- knowledge concerning him or knov/ledge of any Communist activity 
on the part of INSLp2-?AN. 

At the request of T» J. DCXJEGAN, Special Assistant to the 
Attorney General, ’a teletype was-directed to the Albany Office on 
January 25, 1949 requesting that INSL^^AN’S status as of that date vdth- 
General Electric at Schenectady, Nev/ York be determined from a responsible 
official of the General Electric Company, By teletype dated January 26, 
1949, the Albany Office advised' that E, R. ERBEN, Vice-President of 
General ^ectric, had issued instructions that when'jaiX INSLERMAN retiirned 
to General Electric he vras to be told that since the Rochester Ordnance 
Department of the United States Army would hot clear him for work bn their 
project. General Electric would have no opening elsv/here in their plant 
for an engineer-of his abilities, 

with reference to HANS INSLERMAN, brother of FELIX> .who is 
known to be* employed by the United States Army Signal Corps at E-vans 
Laboratory, Ft. Monmouth, New Jersey, SA L. W. SPILLANE obtained the 
Yellowing information from Confidential Informant A on January 6, 1949 j 
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, A personal history statement executed by IL\NS on

In regard to any pattern for the meetings be-tween CHAMBERS and PE TER , 
CHfiMBERS stated that PETER cons is tqhtly* changed the .place, of the meetings and 
that they- met in the Bronx, Manhattan,- Brooklyn and Queens, ' .CHAI4BERS. recalled 
th&'fc on oho occa'sion ho me'b'PETER in Brooklyn and they re'turned.to Manhattan 
via the'East Side subway and PEIER got off at Four'6een'6h Street;CH(Ji!BERS ’ 
recalled that PETER had a v/onderful knowledge of the New York subway system', 
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Conoorning t.ny arrivals or departures from the United -States of PEIER, 

CH/il'BERS stated that ho had ho knovrlodge of any arrivals or departures; 
hov/ovor, he heliovod that PE'fSR arrived in late 1935 or early 1936♦ Ho 
had no idea how he arrived. CHTJfBERS stated that he did not beliovo that 
PETER had over boen in the United States prior to his arrival in late 1935 
or early 1936. Ho had a groat foar o,f tho •^imorican sepret police. CH«‘il!BERS 
boliovos that if PETER had been hero before, he vrrould not have had this fear.- ” 

' In his book "In Stalin*s Secret Service", Ge neral UALISR KRIVITSKr' 
stated that BORIS BYICO^’' v/as the head of the.Soviet. Military Intelligence from 
1936 on,' He did not further -identify BYICOV in the book; however, on June 28, 
1939 General KRIVITSKY v/as intorviewed by RUTH- SHIPLEY of the Passport Division 
of the State Department, jDiiring the intorviev/ they disetssod BORIS BYKOV. 

Miss SHIPLEY jprepared a memo relating to tho interviev/ and set forth 
the following information concerning BYKOV: 

"Another person verj'- active in the Soviet Intelligence work in this 
country who is now here is a man said to be Colonel Boris- Bykov, or Bykoff, or 
Bukov, or Bykoff, Ho is probably in charge of the exterijination of KRiVlTSKY, 
He. is said -to be a small person with very odd red-brown eyes, rod hair and red 
eyebrows. .He came to this country in'the Summer of 1936 from France also 
probably first class on the Normandie. Ho received a vjLsa in Par,is in the 
Spring of 1936 or either a Gorman or Polish passport,"

Hovrever, the 'Washington Field Office 
did locate and obtain photographs of fifteen employees who v^orkod during this 
period. Those photographs wero forwarded to Now York and were shovm to CHAMBERS 
on January 18, 1948 and he failed to recognize any of them.

•ti^ there v/as in possession of tte agents, a subpoena ad testificandum 
calling for STSCTS« appearance before the U.S, Grand Jury, Southern 
District of Now York on January 26, 1949. STEVENS was advised that an 
interview with him was desired. He. s’cated, thereupon, that he vanted 
to consult with his attorney before granting any interview and indicated 
ne would call at the New York office on 'ttie afternoon of the same day, 
Possibility that an opportunity would be afforded to question 
STEVENS^ the service kjI the subpoena -vras held in abeyance* 

T. '/ 24, 1949, EJ'iJIliEI, H. BLOCK, Attorney, 

270 Broadv/ay, New York City, called to advise that uViEX&llDER STEVENS 
nad consulted him concern?.ng a request for an interview by Bureau 
Agents., BLOCK stated thaw ho and STEVENS, after consideration, both 
felt that they should decline a 'private interrogation,» He stated, 
hoY«5ver, that spVE^!S would be ready and willing to testily before a 
Gra^ Juiy,', BLOCK stated that -in the event a subpoena v/as issued he 
vyould .arrange to have STEVENS eri^ailable for ser*/ice -of the subpoena, 
on him. He ^ther sta.ted tnat he would produce STEWS with or without 
a subpoena, in the event Special Assistant Attorney General Donegan so 
desired. 


'above infornvation v/as furnished to HR, DOKEGfJI and he 
'said t'lAt service of “the subpoena cculd be waivered and BLOCK should 
be instructed tc produce STEVENS as a witness at the U,S, Couvt House 
before the Grand Jmy on January 26, 1949 at 10 A.M, llli. BLOCK yi&s so 
instructed and- he. indicated full assent. 
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On January I 4 , 1949, l.'R. EOTARD R. STETTINIUS, Jr., fonner Secretary^ of' 
State, was interviewed in. his, office at the Savoy Plaza Hotel by SAs Robert- F. X, 
O’Keefe and John Sullivan. It was explained to STETTINIUS that the Bureau, 
was desirous of knovdng certain facets about'AK^IR HISS* life and activities which 
covered the period v/hen, HISS would have been, in contact with him officially and 
unofficially. 

MR. STETTINIUS mentioned to Agents that he thought it would be best if ,he 

ffl! ®V«mary of all his associations with ALGER HISS from the first 

time he met him in 1944 to the present, and if the summary did not cover all points 
in issue, Agen'ts should feel free to ask him any necessary questions. 

MR. STETTINIUS related that in 1944, he could not recall the exact liionth^ 
he was in London on a secret mission for President ROOSEVELT conferring with ' 
WINSTON CHURCHI^ and ANTHONY EDEN with respect to a revision of- the. Post War- 
World- Organization. While in London the Dbrnbartoh Oaks Conference was conceived 
in Vfashingtoh-D.C. Consequently, upon -hid .return hb found that MR. CORDELL HULL 
had begun the preliminary organization of the. Conference iby assigning, EDWARD 
VrtlSON, at that time Ambassador to Panama, toposition'-of planning tbe organiza-;^ 
tion of the Conference^ AIDER HISS had already been selected as, the Executive 
Secretary in charge of the technical.aspects of the Conference. STETTINIUS 
added that he, himself,- was to be the "brass hat"' and "front man" for the Confer¬ 
ence, This was the. first time that he had ever heafd of ALGER HISS and^ as he Re¬ 
called it, AL®R .had pre'vious to his, selection as Executive Secretary been as^gried 
-to the Fhr Eastern Section of the State Department undbr STANLEY HCRNBECKi 



.During the -Dumbarton Oaks. Conference ALGER HISS, according to 
STOTTINIUS, handled his assignments vdth the .Russians with the same degree of 
flrri^ess that had been exhibited by any other American at the Conference. He ad¬ 
mitted that although he had not. known ALGER.KISS he made ho attempt to check .on 
his bacl^round or case history, explaining that he had had over 5,000 men under 
Ms supervision and to make specific checks of HISS’ character v/ould have been 
impossible. He stated that during this, period'there vrere ho such things as. sec— 
urity files on indi-^dduals, and he believed all information on ALGER HESS would 
be contained in the latter’s administrative .file. 

At this time I®, STEITTINIUS pointed out' that during the .last tevr months 
of 1943 and.the first few months of 1944 he had been painfully aware of the lack 
of security in the State Department and had called Mr.v Hoover for-the purpose of 
having a check made oh security within-'the Department. He believed that Mr. Tarnih 
and he, Mr.-Stettinius, had had a conference and.the problem had been dischssed, 
which resulted in a survey having been made by, he believed, Mr; Gvirnea, The 
Bweau’s report he believed vras received sometime in 'February 1944,- and '.he turne 
it over to G, H0V^\ND SHAW, Assistant Se.cretary of State in charge of a^inistra 
tion T<ho handled security matters for the Ifepartment., }.®, STETTINIUS was quit ^ 
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sure that there had been no reference in this report to either of the HISS bro¬ 
thers which v/ould.have brought them to his attention and placed him on guard. 

It was brought out that the Berle Report, v;hich allegedly contained the 
accusations against members of the State Department, as given to pikrT-^- by 

WHITTAKER CHAJ^^RS had not beoni brought to his attention. He added that he did 
not know whatever became of this Report, but believed that he had heard, in con-r 
nection v/ithi^e testimony in instant case, that it had been brought to the atten 
tion of DEANJEACKESON,’ 


The next time he had contact with ALGER HISS v/as at’the Yalta Conference 
when AIGER again was appointed Executive Secretary and took on the same duties as 
he had had at the Dumbarton- Oaks Conference. V/hen asked -who had sponsored ALGER 
HISS for both, the Dumbarton Oaks and Yalta positions, MR. STE'« stated that 

he did not know.- He again pointed out that when HISS had beeff^cked for the 
Dumbarton Oaks Conference, he was in London and had returned to find him in the 
position) however, STETTINIUS was in V/ashington when the Yalta Conference was con 
ceived and prepared, but he coiild hot recall who picked ALGER for this one. 

He recalled .one incident that he believed might shed some light on the 
matter. Prior to the Yalta Conference there had been a family squabble in Govern 
ment* circles between LEO PASVOLSKY of ’the State Department and EEIST in Secretary 
STIMS0N>s War Department. PEIST had made some accusations concerning PASVOLSKY 
and circulated unflattering rumors concerning him, ivhich he added did not help 
PASVOLSKY* Under^ normal circumstance^ PASVOLSKY would have gone to the Yalta 
Conference instead of HESS, but due to internal ft’iction, the resultant rumors, 
and the further fact that PASVOLSKY v/as not a very personable individual and ISR» 
ROOSEVELT liked to be surrounded ivith personable people, PASVOLSKY vas left at 
home. .This was accomplished by telling PASVOLSKY that everyone had to fly to the 
Conference, and> inasmuch as it was known that PASVOLSKY would never fly it pre-, 
sented an easy and diplomatic out. 

/it the Yalta Conference AIGER HESS, he stated, had again done a commend—* 
able- ;5ob and had met the Russians in a •"tough, realistic fashion." He likewise 
had won the-confidence of all vfho attended the Conference. He believpd that 
iiLGER HISS* selection for Secretary General in charge of the San Francisco Confer¬ 
ence carafe automatically as a result of his previous experience at the Dumbarton 
Oaks and Yalta Conferences. ’ J 

At this point in the interview, he referred Agents to jqi, ROBERT LYNCH,/ 
his Executive Secretary, v/hora he believed would be able to shed some J.ight on y 
was responsible'for the appointment of HISS at least to the San Francisco Con/ 
ence, because jm. LYNCH had handled for ?{R. STETTINIUS the detailed- adrainist^ 
tive planning of the Conference, MR, LYNCH, could be reached, he explained ,j 
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Fifth Avenue. UR. STETTINIUS called LYIICH and made an appointment for Agents 
for the follovdng day. 


After the San Francisco Conference HISS had again done a brilliant 
according to ^'R. STETTINIUS. so much so that at the conclusion of the Conference 
those present had passed a resolution thanking him for the splendid joh he had 
done^ Ke stated that if Senators CONNOLLY and VAI'JDENBERGH, members of the Sena.te 
Foreign Relations Coninittee who attended the conference, were interviewed, they 
T/ould unquestionably endorse his appraisal of HISS*' work at the Conference, 


nt the San Fi’ancisco Conference he stated he had resigned as Secretary 
of State and BYRNES had succeeded him. From that time STETTINIUS related 

he had devoted, his time to the construction of the United Nations and ALGER HISS 
continued on with ^^R. BYRNES until January 1946, As he understood it, HISS had 
done a thoroughly commendable job for 'SR, BIRNES, and had received during this 
period the full confidence of m, BYRNES, -BEN COHEN and CmiES BOHLEN,

. Subsequent.,to leaving the .State Department STETTINIUS stated he devoted 
all his time to the organization and administration of the Security Council *and 
he believed that HISS was in charge of the State Department Political Security 
Division of the United Nations l^Lyision of the State Department, He did not come 
in contact with HISS again until sometime in 1947 when he met him on a train com¬ 
ing up from Washington t9 New York, HISS was on the train and in the general 
conversation which ensued HISS had advised him he had become President of the 
Carnegie Foundation for International Peace. 


His next contact with ALGER was at the Mundt-Nixon disclosures made at 
the hearings of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, These disclosures 
he. readily admitted came as a great shock to him, and ?.{R, STETTINIUS indicated 
from his. cqmraents that he did not believe the charges and had taken the trouble 
to call HESS on the telephone and tell him despite what had happened “I still 
love you,” 

His next contact took place about-two months ago when he had asked ALCER 
over to the Savoy Plaza to reviev^ a manuscript of a book vfhich STETTINIUS- is 
■writing concerning the truth about Yalta, vfhich he believes he will call 
"Roosevelt And The Russians”, HISS had read the manuscript and had passed var¬ 
ious constructive criticisms upon it and had told J^. STETTINIUS that he vtas 
he vfas •writing it, 

l-ER, STETTINIUS named Dr, W.-iLIE^^OHNSON, a professor of history at 
University of Chicagoj as his collaborator on the book* * It vfas learned latei 
from UR, STETTINIUS' secretary, L. ]^7ALLACE, that Dr, JOHNSON-resides at 
Kenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, bu-P was presently doing research work 
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iildernoh Library in Charlottesville, Virginia. 

j fR. SIEJa^JNXlJS-^dmtted that recently, he could not recall the exact 
date, WILLIAK^^RtiURY, who had been a classmate of STETTINIUS af the'University 9 f 
Virginia, vil^ted him' at the Savoy Plaza relative to the KISS case. At the outset 
of yiiRBURY’s visit }-fR. S'ETTINIUS stated he had asked MRBURY whether there vras 
anything he should know about ALGER HISS, prefacing his remarks with the conshent 
that he and WJRBURY had been classmates together and had known, each other over a 
long period of time before HISS came into the picture, and he wanted a* straight 
answer, M/iRBURY told him ”From all -I know and have fpund out there is nothing jwu 
should taiow*” ,J*R. STETTINIUS immediately added', however, that before the inter¬ 
view had been concluded HiRBURY had told him that .he had four documents which he 
•had found which vrere in ALGER HISS’ handwriting, and which he was going to turn;, 
over-to the FBI right av/ay, but was first going to ALGER HISS’ apartment to tell 
him that he was going to do this. An inquiry of ?'R, STETTINIUS as to the nature 
and contents of the documents was ,unavailing. STETTINIUS stated he had not seen 
the documents, nor- had NARBURY told him what they were about.- 

It v/as subsequently'learned from WALLACE that ?’R» VARBURY had called 
on MR. STETTINIUS at the Savoy Plaza Hotel at 3 p.m. on Thursday afternoon, Nov¬ 
ember 18j 1948 ^ At this time I5R, STETTINiyS 'volunteered without comment the in- 
formatixaT that -after MARBURY-’s''visit and about three, weeks ago, he v/as visited by 
E/iSTOjs^OTHiVELL, Librarian at the Hoover Library' at Stanford University, Palo .AitOj 
Califorhia. ROTH/ELL dv^ihg this visit likewise -reviewed STETTINIUS.’ manuscript 
on the. Yalta story, and in the course of a discussion concerning the HISS case, 
ROTHKELL* mentioned that ALGER HISS had a life long hobby of digesting documents 
and manusciipts and placing them in a safe for safekeeping. ROTHKELL stated he had 
learned that a’ti one time the safe had been rifled and’ some'^ of the contents, stolen. 
STETTINIUS asked ROTHAELL whether HISS had known who had done it, and ROTHWELL. had^ 
volunteered that HISS hdd told him he had no idea. Inquiry of ?(R. STETTINIUS in 
ah- attempt* to enlarge upon this point brought no further ^clarification. 


With reference to the movement of alleged Communist sympathizers or 
Communists into the Itepartment of State, J'R. STETTINIUS admitted that it had'caused 
him considerable concern .and that he recalled he had had^a discussion on the mat¬ 
ter with H&RRY, HOPKINS. HOPKINS had a^eed not to take any more of the left,vdng 
'boys into Lend Lease. He recalled there was a considerable discussion v/ith HARRY 
HOPKINS about the identity of these "boys,, some of whom vrere fairly well known,; 
but he does not recall ALGER HISS as having been among those mentioned. 


hr; STETTINIUS was asked who was interested in'ALGER .HISS and-had* been 
instrumental in advancing him in the- poyernment. It vras pointed out to him that 
although yALGSR HISS was considered by most, people to be a brilliant individual^ 
he neve^heless had had a meteoric rise in the State Department. He took a few *

JACK^?w>SS, who v/as vi-fcally connected -vdth the organization of, the San Francisco 
Conference and had been the Directing Officer of Administration and who he stated 
was now Special Assistant to the Uriited S-fcates Delegation to the llnited' Nations 
in New Yorkj and EASTON ROTHWF.LL . nov/ with the Hoover Librai;jy at Stanford Ifeiver- 
sity, who had been ISO PASVOLSKY’s right hand man. 

In thinking the matter over, lOl. LYNCH stated' tha'b ROSS ^•oomed with 
filGER HISS at San Francisco and v/as quite close to himj that he was a reliable 
indi-vidual' and probably would be a good man to contact on the matter,* He also 
suggested that DR.

voted his’^activities tot-opinions* FRANCI»^IIE/i. vvas AIGER HISS'S immedi¬ 
ate superior,: as he headed up that section*' Justice Frank stated that 
ho terininated his connection with, the AiA.A, in February of* 1935* 

During'liis tenure he recalled* that he occasionally had lunch v/ith HISS' ' 
and roniombered having dinner at his‘ home but once and believed 'that 
^e reciprocated and might have had Hiss to his home for cocktails or dinner 
»* 

Justice Frank's impression of Hiss \’ia.s that when ho 'cams 
' to him Hiss was a first rate chap of'considerable ability and good > 
intelle’ct. Hid work with the A.A.A. was entirely satisfactory and he 
regarded him. in that stage of his career as a promising individual, • 

Ho did ,riot consider himself as having been very close to AIGER HISS 
becadse they .never ssxi eye to eye socially, and, he added, with a 
grin, J'l believe that Alger looked dov/h on mo socially, as he. came 
frOT^a so-called Baltimore aristocracy." He added tha^t HISS had a 
boirtain flair for social consciousness' and had a hauteur about him 
ihat .gave him the impression that ho was always looking doivn on- people. 
Cohs'equontly he .co\il,d not give a very thorough impression of..Hiss 
other' tton through his office contacts* 

’ Justice Frank pointed out at this time that ho had never 
had any idea that AIGER HISS vras engaged in the activities ho has 
since been accused of, as during hia-tenure iivith the'A*A*A*' ho had 
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ncyor displayed the rcsiotost indication of Conuimnist leanings. They 
could usually be spotted^ he brought out, by their adherence in their 
\rork to the Party line in shaping p'olicy. As an example he stated 
they v/ould try to create confusion and discontent. If the farmers 
wore happy and contented the Communist Party line' policy wpuld be to 
SOT discontent through some regulation which the farmers v/ould, not 
like. The same applied to industry, he said — to create confusion 
and discontent,. Ho eri5>hasizod that ho had not observed such, tactics 
permeating Alger’s \7ork, ■ 

Jj:tQr Justice Frank loft tHe A.A.A, in February of 19U5, 
ho had not scon Alger Hiss but occasionally in ^Washington v/hon Justice 
Ftanlc v/ould bo there defending some case^ Ho remembered that ho had 
seen Hiss when he, Justice Franlc, v/as defending the Butler case. He, 
believed that AIGER HISS was doing v/ork on the preparation of the 
government's case for Stanley F, Reed, During such contacts convert 
sations v/ith Hiss wore rather restricted and he had not been able to 
observe any of the sympa.thios which have been accredited to him; Ho 
remarked that when, in 3.936, Algor joined the State Department, he, 
accused him of running away from responsibilities. Ho clarified this 
by stating that in 1936 the v/ar v;ork of the State Department v/as not 
considered very strenuous or interesting and he believed Algor had 
taken the position because it v/as a"sofc, cushy job,' He also believed 
that it might have appealed to Algor because it v/as fitting for his 
debonair ways and he might have received some inner satisfaction in 
being attached to a department v/hich carried with it a diplomatic 
status. 


Concerning Algor’s activities within the State Depart¬ 
ment he stated that he was araazod v/hon he read that Alger v/as accused 
of stealing documents and allegedly turning them over to a third- party 
for transmittal to Russia, He v/as amazed, he reiterated, because he 
did not think Alger v/as a courageous individtial - courageous enough 
to steal. Secondly, ho considered-Algor intelligent enou^ so that *he 
would have had sense enough nob to t.iirn over any documehts v/hich ho 
might -have been unlav/fu3.1y in possession of, to another individual, 
thus placing himself in the embarrassing position of having that 
person kne// of his activities. 
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on tho fact brought out by agent tha^^TTT,- 
and HISS were all in his division in tno A»7i./A’. 
same^*t_iiao, he pointed out that he did-hot believe that Ifficy 
VOTQ active in the alleged actiyitibs v/hile in ,his division or that 
bhey formed their association v;hile under him, ^king then one by 
one he pointed out that JOHII ABT had been connected with a Chicago 
lav/ 'firra, v/ith which Justice Frank had been associated and vdiich he 
left'in* 192.9»* ifcBT was'brought into the A«A,A* but Justice. Frank was 
smo he v/as a stranger to the rest at that tine. He classified 
his political inclinations as that of a mild Liberal, noting that 
bhis description v/as limited to the tine v/hen he v/as under Justice 
Jrai^. He added at this time that ho knew that JOHN ABT»S /sistci^ ' 
whs a Communist* 

' ’with respect to his last statement. J ustice F-rantf' 

latod that at one time ho had passed* a decision from tho bench‘on. a ' • 
particular matter,, which caused the DAILY’TORKER to report tho matter 
and create an issue. Ho received a letter fran :£(xRI/.N BACHR/iCH chiding 
him on his actions., reminding him that ho was considered one of jvhe 
foremost exponents of, civil liberties and she considered h^ actions 
from the bench an infringement on-these liberties; In the letter she 
stotbd to him that she was a Communist, He said that this was the 
first time in his life that anyone had ever so definitely clbssified 
themselves. Ho made no comment as to v/hether ABI'S sister had in¬ 
fluenced him in anyway and had mentioned the incident for what it 
was worth; For further consideration as-to the transition of JOHN 
/iBT from a mild liberal ho noted that ABT, after leaving the A,A,A',- 
had-at one time been, affiliated with He believed 

the period was in 1936, He,Indicated tiijA this association might' 
havc^ hastened Abt’.s transition tev/ard Communist leanings, 

.NATH/iN Y/ITT- like Alger Hiss, had co.me to Justice Frank 
through the recommendation ot TOM?,IY CORGOR/vN, Ho believed that V/itt, 
prior tp coming to the A,-^,A,. had been associated with Colonel (new 
General) L’lLLLYM DpNOVAN»S law office iii New York City, As he re¬ 
called, ’.'ITT v/as ,^ways interested .in labor} was a liberal, and later 
■worked on some aspects of the vTagner Act subsequently lifting into • 
labor law* Neither itBH or TfITT had, he-aiated, indicated real 
Conmiunist leanings at that time,, nor had it ever bepn kijar/ri to him 
that "they v/cro members of. a Communist .underground or- engaged in- 
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espionage activities* He did note that, he considered J7I1!L «. because, ' 
of his leanings twai^ labor# as being the -one of .the group most 
inclined to^such sympatlietic leanings, 

T.Tr.R pr?F.s.qnA.T? r opar.tcd to the A.A.A, from the 
firm of. Chadbourne, Stanchficld & Levy, a v;ell knoim Kev/ York law 
firm for which he had worked from 1?30 to 1933. Justice Prank added 
.that he- himself Had been associated v/ith this firm,'PRESSJi^N he 
considered one of the most brilliant and promising young lawyers he 
had ever met with a gift, for executive and organizational work* He 
considered him shrowd and ruthless, adding that he would do anything 
to accomplish his ends* ’Then he first came to him. Justice Prank 
stated tha.t ho -vrould have classified him as a liberal of the Norman 
Thomas school of political ideals* 


After leaving the A*A.A* PRESSI-AN joined Hi'cRRY 
HOPKINS as his counsel. 


‘ PHESSli/iN and HISS had. been at Harvard -together and 
had boon on the Ha'r^^rd Law RoviciT* Justice Frank v;as sure tha-b ifitt 
had Imovm Pressman and Hiss from his lavr prae'tJjfc'S^ih Kevf York City,- as 
both Hiss and Pressman -v/cre associated with -v/cll knoivn and reputable 
firms and their pa-ths vfould have crossed*' t 

Tihon asked who vjould have beqh'tho leader in this 
group Justice IVank* anm'icrcd immediately and v/iiihout hesi-tation,’';ihyj 
of course- ProssmanI” He stated that Prossmau vras undoubtedly the 
strongest w'illed of the group-and because of his drive-would have, 
been the most likely to influence the o-fchers* , . , 


He recalled that scxne time ago v/hen /iLGSR HISS v/as 
engaged in his libel.SH^Ii dn .Baltimore, he had called his home .and 
Justice Frank's iVife ^ad ahOTored the phone. He-had left a message 
that he wanted to see Justice Frank and subsequently did* lirs* Frank 
recalled that that ixad been the’first tine in about three years that 
she had heard from ij.ge?qi^ HISS had jcjmne to his office.- soon thereafter}- 
justice Frank could not recall the exact date} and had discussed 
cer-tain factors in-fee libelccasc with him*. The facts, as he explained, 
were mostly concerned vjith refreshing his,, Hiss's, memory about cer-tain 
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events. Shortly after Hiss's visit vdth hin, 'HILLIkli M/IRBURY, Hiss's 
attorney^ who was a friend of Justice Frank, case to hin for the 
purpose of deternining v/hother or not Justice Frank would bo a 
character witness for Alger. He stated that he considered liarbury a 
very able att^ney of excellent reputation^ and a personal friend. He 
refused the invitation to bo a v/itnoss for personal reasons. Ho also 
pointed out to iiirbury at this tine, that if ho wore called as a 
character witness his testinony would bo of a negative type,. In other 
ViTords, that nothing had cone to his attention during his association 
with Algor Hiss and wh^e ho was his superi-or in the A.A.A. indicating 
that Hiss v/as a Cbnnunist, Connunist syrapathizer or engaged in 
activities ininical to the v/olfaro of the country. 

It v/as brought out at this tine’ that he had also 
informed |Sirbury that, a shrewd prosecuting attorney v/^ould not 
commit him to make such a statonent and then let hin leave the standj 
tha^ ho would dig deeper into Jjistico Frank's opinion of Hiss, and, 
ho informed liarbury that ho would have to disclose something that 
would not reflect favorably upon HISS'S character. An attempt v/as 
made to determine just v/hat this could be, but Justice Frank brushed 
, aside the inquiry with the statement that it had nothing to do v/ith 
this particular case and v/as merely a personal natter. Further ref-? 
orence to the incident frexa time to tine did elicit the fact that the 
basis for his comment vras that at some time in his relations with Hiss 
an important event or piece of v/ork had been done v/hich he was s\u:e, 
/»IiGER HISS should have read but had either’ f orgotten dr had purposely 
not read. Justice Frank considered this a serious breach in their 
relationship and an unfavorable trait in /tiger's character, which 
caused hin to readjust his opinion of him. Justice Frank advised 
the agent that in the event that Hiss's case should bo brought 
before hin it v/ould be necessary for him to disqualify hinself 

' In summarizing. Justice Frank s tated. that it had 

never come to his attention either personally or officially, tha-b 
AIGER HISS had ever been a member of the Communist Party, Connunist 
tmderground, or had ever been engaged in espionage activities 'for a 
foreign government. He stated that this likewise applied to 'ITITT, 
KRAilER, PRESSIi/iN and ABT, although he added, he v/as well aware of 
the fact that after leaving the A,A,A, some of these individuals had 
changed their affiliations and v/ero knoivn to have sympathetic leanings.

School Class of 1929. From the Fall of 1929 to the Fall of 1930, WILLARD 
was engaged in vfork fpr the Wickersham Commission at Washington,. D.C. 
Y,'ILLARD recalled that HISS was law-secretary to Justice. KOLfffiS from the • 
Fall of 1929 to the Summer of 1930. VJILL'iRD rented a third floor 
apartment at 1732 Connecticut Avenue, Washington, D.C. and resided there 
until July, 1930. ALGER HISS resided with WILLARD for approximately 
three months, from September, 1929 to about December,- ,1929 prior to 
HISS' marriage. During this period L’lLLARD stated he was in very close 
association with HISS^ T/ILL«iRD recalled 'that after HISS' marriage to 
■PRISCILLA HISS they moved to a small house- in Georgetqvvn and WILLARD 
visited them occasionally for dinner. V/ILLARD stated, however, that 
from July, 1930 to the present time he has not seen ALGER HISS more than 
ten times. YilLLARD recalled that in 1932, HISS became ass.ociated with 
the New York firm of Cahill, Gordon,. Zachary.and Reindl, formerly known 
as Colton and Franklyn, and YilLLARD was-with his present firm. WILLARD 
Icnew that HISS was living at an unknovm address on Central Park V/est, 

New York City'j however, he did not recall seeing or visiting HISS 
l^tv;een, the years from 1932 to 1942. From July, 1942 to Juno, 1945 
WILLARD was with the War Department in Washington, D.C, and met HISS 
casually on one occasion.

Papers could be taken from the- Division and retained for considerable i 
period of -time vdthout accounting fCr them., According to ROSS,- WADLEIGH 
‘may vvell have taken official State Department papers from the buiidingj 
howe'ver, .no. one ever suspected that they v;ere diverted' to unauthorized 
persons. ROSS had no knowledge that-T/ADLEIGK removed official papersj- 
nor did he know that T/ADLEIGH was engaged in any work for the Communist 
Party or Soviet Intelligence. 

ROSS stated that WHITTAKEH CHAi^iBERS was wknown to him 
and he knew of no relationship, which existed between CKAHIBERS and V7ADLEIGH

I.^r. ROSS advised tha-t he knew ALGER KISS as Special Assistant 
to Mr’.

HISS was reviewing this book in 
addition to his regular .duties. Mr,. ROSS did not knov^ of any Communist 
affiliations of'hlSSj .nor was he aw’are that. KISS was in contact with any 
person to whom official papers were delivered by HISS. Mr, ROSS advised 
that he alv/ays- considered HISS as ,a person of good character and a. loyal 
^erican., ROSS, advised he was shocked to learn of the revelations before 
the Nevj York Grand -Jury about HISS* activities. -

.Hr,. ROSS advised HISS in -his capacity as assistant to Mr, 
^AYRE might possibly have dictated brief synopsis of long economic 
documents for SAYRE!S perusal. He believed the ordinary practice v/ould 
have been-to dictate spch briefs rather than make Ipnghahd notes. He, 
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however, “'as not familiar with any practice follov/cd by HISS. BOSS 
believed that he himself might have made notes for his own assistance 
in reviewing trade agreement data. He was quite sure, however, that 
such notes would not be filed in the control file's of the State 
Department, 



, Kr,. ROSS advised that the original of documents would 

have been filed in^ the Central State Department files, and each division 
such as the Trade «‘.greoraent Division, v/ould maintain separate, file§ 
where copies were maintained. Mr. ROSS stated that originals were 
returned to the central files and in event copies v/ore to bAdest'royed 
they were sent to the Division of -Communications where such aestruction 
took place, * 

F<ir. ROSS stated that he did not know how HISS came to be 
selected as assistant to ItJr. SAYREj nor did he know by whom HISS had 
been recommended for that position. 

’tVILLIjiIri A. FO’AXER was interviewed on January 11, 1949 
by Special- <igcnt ROBERT F.X. O'KEEFE. Lr,- FOVJLSR is the advisor on 
Economic and Social Letters, U.S. Mission to the United Nations, #2 
Park 4venue, New York City. Ho coramcnced employment v/ith the Treaty 
Division of the U.S, State Department on Juno 14, 1934 .under HARRY C, 
HAV/KIKS, In 1935, ho recalled the Division of Trade Agp,cements was, • 
created with FRANCIS B, SAYRE, Assistant Secretary of State, in charge, 
and that FOV/LSR was transferred to that Division as an Economic Analyst, 
From August, 1936 to January, 1944 FOYXER was an Assistant Chief in 
the Division £f Trade Agreements 'and HA^Y C. HAV/KINS was the Chief<> 

The other Assistant Chiefs during this period were HENRY DEIL.EL and 
F.C. DARLINGTON, 

FOrXER recalled that in 1936 HENRY JULIAN WADLEIGII- 
was transferred from the Department of Agriculture to the Trade 
Agreement Section and remained there until 1944, FO^'i’LER believed the 
'underlying motive for this transfer was the need of such a person 
'to.^eview and advise on the agricultural aspects of the Trade Agreement 
program. 

The Trade Agreement Division v/as broken dov.'n so that 
various countries v.'cro handled by separate sections of the division 
on a geographical basis,, FOWLER recalled that Y.VU)LEIGH was primarily 
concerned with Turkey and Mid-Eastern countries. Y/ADLEIGH had more 
contact with Mr. DARLINGTON, although F0\7LER stated, he roviev/ed some' 
of Y/ADLEIGH'S trade agreement memoranda, 
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FOr/LER said that he had very little -immediate ’co;itact 
with Wi'iDLEIGH, either socially or officially. They did meet' at. social 
functions as joint guests, but POTiSR know very little of Tr«iDLEIGH‘S 
habits> associates or personaltiy. He said, that Y/ADLEIGH was a very 
schdlarly individual, who held himself'aloo’f. According to F0’.7LER, 
he was distrustful or disloyal. At no time did FOV.’LER have reason 
to suspect that i7<U)LEIGH was extracting State. Department papers for 
xxnauthorized purposes. , FOVifLER knew of no association between T/ADLEIGH 
and YfflITTAKER CHAi.lBERS or ALGER HISS. kr. FOT/LER .stated that T7HITTAKER . 
CHi^IBERS was unlcnown to him, 

FOT/LER stated that it 7;as a common practice in the Trade * 
Agreement Division fo;r persons to take papers home for review because of 
the volume of work pending. He could not recall over having seen 
\TADLEIGH take documents or papers 'but of the State Department for work at 
home, but. FOT/LER presumed that ho must have done so. If he had done so, 
no suspicion was directed against him because of <tho practice which 
existed^ FOy/LER believed that TwiDLEIGH'would have had access to. all’ 
papers coming to- the Trade Agreement Division, particularly those 
dealing with economic .matters in the geographical area*, assigned to him. 
All incoming'documents were circulated rathdr widely in the State 
Departmentj the original v/ould go to a particular division for action, 
and mimeographed-copies would be circulated for information, ftir, FOT/LER 
'recalled that in the pre-v?ar years few’ documents v/ere classified as ' 
-secret or highly confidential and thus 'they would receive a rather 
general circulation, 

Uvi FOT/LER stated that he knew ALGER HISS whpii the latter 
was assistant to FR^lNCIS B. SAYRE. Kr, FOT/LER did no-b knov^tV 
circumstginces surrounding HISS’ ebinihg to- the State Department^ but 
FOV/LER believed that SAYRE, learning of KISS' qualifications sought, 
him out as. an assistant, 

FOT/LER did not know of any relationship .which'Sexis^ed 
between HISS and CHAMBERS or between HISS and T/ADLEIGH'.^ He further, • 
stated that he had no. Jcnowledge of any Communist affiliations of- KISSj 
nor- did he over .suspect that HISS might have been engaged in v/ork fqi> 
fhe^Gommunist Party or Soviet Intelligence, Mr, FOV/LER always

* gether with explanatory data concerning the sight, Coloneas^^INK did not 
recall FRANKLIN VICTOR RENO ever trying to borrow the papex4 pertaining 
to the sight or to see the sight itself. He knew, however, that RENO 
v/as actively working on bomb ^ballistic tab^ s at the Ballistics Research 
I^borat^y at Aberdeen, It v/as also reported in the same teletype by

1936 to January, 19U0. TKOI^fi stated that he v/as not personally acquainted 
with RENO but probably met hdjn through' Colonel ZORNIG, y/ho'was in charge of' 
the Research and Development Division, APG, under v/hom RENO worked, In, 
this teletype, THORPE-advised that he had been responsible for the'physical 
secxirity of the bombsight and, the -confidential manual pertaining thereto,- 
According to Colonel THORPE, RENO'liever- had-access, to the bombsight vault 
or to the bombsight. manuals He pointed out, however, he did not know the 
extent of ^JiO«S knowiedgeypf the Norden Sight, . Colonel THORRE stated 
that C. I^^OP0EN and T« HJ^RTK, representatives of Norden Company were 
at the Aberdeen Proving Grounds to 1937 or early 1938. Colonel THORPE, 
however, could not recall attendtog any conference with these individuals,- 


Mr, OSCAR C, YffilTZBERG,- Assistant to the President of the Carl 
L.-^orden Compa ni^, li:i..^padw ay. .Ji (eyL-Y o,rkjGity. -upon revievving his records '' 
^ascertained that CARL Ld^'ORDSN was in the United States 'for- a temporary 
peiiod prior to August, *1937^ at which time he dersrted frbm the 
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United States and returned to his home at Zurich^. Switzerland. Mr* 
Y/BITZBERG fuidiher ascertained that NORDEN returned to the United States 
on April 12> 1938# residing here until November 12, 1938, v/hen he again 
•retrirned to his residence ^ Sv/itzerland. V/EITZEERG stated that he 
did hot,anticipate the arrival in the United States again of ,Mr. NORDEN 
until llarch,; 19ij9»' At the present time l{r« NORDEN is residing at his 
usual residence #36 Yfeinberger Strassej Zurich, Svdtzerland. 

As set out in the statement of FfJANKLIN VICTOR RENO dated 
December 13, 19U8, at Nev; York, IfflNO stated on one occasion he 
furnished CA]^ (who was later identified as VdiiTTAKER CHAMBER) with 
information concerning a theory that he had of his ovm knowledge per¬ 
taining to v/hat might be termed a- bombsight. The diagram turned over 
to CKAlpERS, according to RENO, represented his ovn conclusions of his 
operations of a bombsight and did not represent ariy actual bombsight. 

In a statement dated January 10, i9l»9 at Albuquerque, New-Mexico,.’RENO 
stated-regarding the allegation that he drev/ or sketched plans for a 
bombsight for CHAISEKS, that he may or may not have drawn this sketch 
of a bombsight and v.'as not quite sure concernirig his original statement. 
He fiirther stated that he had no access to information in 1937 or 1938 
regarding the Norden Bombsight and as a. matter of fact did not see the 
Nordeh Bombsight until 19^2.

THORPE, 
more but of courtesy arid a desire for a social contact rather than on' 
any official business. He recalled that Colonel THORPE was always 
an^ous that,.he and NOPJDEN shoxild-visit with him in order tha’t-they 
might discuss mutual problems. BARTH repaved that he visi'bed •THORPE. • 
at THOPjS’S-residence, v/ith NORDEN'on two occasions and .may also have 
visited wi'bh him at 'the air field of the AJ)erdeen Proving Grounds. He 
recalled that Colonel ZOPUIG was present on one of these occasion's- to¬ 
gether with four or. five other' Army officers who were statioiied at the 
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proving Grounds. BARTO stated that ho recalled ho conference particularly 
relating to the N<5Fdch~Si^t inasmuch as Colonel IHORPE for several years 
prior thereto was well acquainted v/ith. its working and general mechanism. 

He stated, hovrover, that incidential to other discussions they may vfoll have 
conferred on the si^t in an informal manner. At no time did BARlH recall 
having met FRANKLIN VICTOR RENO or a person ansvraring his description. 

As background, Mr. ,BAR2H stated that,Colonel IHORPE had two 
si^ts at Aberdeen and maintained the same togctfi§i‘'"%jrg3rB?s^bombing 
statistics in a vault under his personal supervision. BARIH impressed the 
point that IHORPE v;as most conscientious in preserving the security of • 
the Norden Sight. BARTH recalled that the Norden Sight had been 
developed as early as 1922 and good results were obtained with the 
Sight in its then initial staf^j of development. In 1929, the Navy 
standardized it and changes iTOre made to keep oacc v/ith the existing 
plane and altitude 'conditions vindor which bombings v/crc made. ?•&. 

BARTH further- stated that the Norden Si^t as dcvclope<jl in 1937 
continued vdthbut considerable .-chango and v/as the same si^t»uscd in 
ITorld ’Tar li and ivith which Colonel THORPE was then working.

Mr. BARTH recalled that the reasons for the si^ts being at 
Aberdeen in 1937 or 193.S ’.vero for experimental phases of bombing technics- 
Principally the main poinis under-consideration, wore the, formation of 
bombs, 'the most practical type of fin and weight of the 6'omb in order 
that a consistent angle of fall might be obtained when the bomb was released 
from a moving .plane. Mr. BARTH boiicvcd that during their yisits with' 
Colonel THORPE they discussed with him various typos of bombs to go v/ith. 
now ideas on fire--control betecen moving objects and other ^noral items 
of which Mr. -NORDEN has special kno'/flcdge; - 

I^r. EARTH stated that general .knowledge on bombsights had been 
available to .persons interested, years prior to 1937^ Ho, pointed out 
specifically such individuals aMsTOPAY^iCHELIN am^(XISS, all 
of whom.had experimented on-bombsights and used navigsfuional and computing 
methods. He pointed out that a great deal of this information was avail—’ 
able"to public sources. Ho aisp pointed out that many persons arc avrare 
of iho principles and theories upon which an accurate bombsight might bo 
based, but the difficult portion of thp, experiment, v/as; in. "putting the , 
idea into metal" so that it. could compute quickly and accurately. 
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B^JI TH pointed out he,, himself, together ^vdth NORDEN ha^'been 
' v/orki^g on a" sight for tv/entjr-five years and the most airricuIP phase 
of it was in applying engineering plans to the theory in mind* Mri 
BARTH stated that he- could furnish no. information, concerning FRANKLIli 
VICTOR RENO nor any idea as, to whether he possessed information con¬ 
cerning^ ^^e.Norden Sights to# BARTH to .conclusion stated that a to.

MuTH^ !C^0Bah:AN, residence 35-34 84th Street, Jackson 
Heights, Kevj’ York, an 'electronics engineer T?ith Potter Instrunent 
Company, 136-56 Roosevelt avenue. Flushing, Nov; York, was interviewed 
by Special, agent ROESERT F.X. O'KEflFE on January 12, 1949» Ke advised 
that he had been or.ployed at Aberdeeh Provings Grounds, <lbordcen, 
Uaryland frou March 1,' 1939 to September,- 1945. l»iOEK..;iN stated that 
he met FRuNICLIN VICTOR RENO in about /.pril, 1939 vfhen the latter was 
working on. mathematical analyses in the Ballistics Research Laboratory. 
I,10ER4>N stated that in 1939 there vxre betv/een 30 and 50 civilian 
employees at Abordoon Proving Grounds and at the beginning he cane in 
coritact with RENO. Ho stated, however, that by the nature of their 
work they were not employed on joint research projects. 


MOERl-iiN said that from 1939 to 1941 ho worked in the 
Ballistics Research Laboratory and thereafter he was transferred to 
another part of the Grounds to work on experimental phase of bombingj 
this v;as in the Arms and <tmr.’unition Division, Instrument Section. 

Although MOERilAN had no 'direct business contact with RENO-. He did 
meet him socially in groups on infrequent occasions. I.!0ERhuiN felt 
that they h-ad nothing in common by which close association could be 
built up. M0ERi.%iN said that RENO had the reputation of being a brilliant 
mathematician and received official recognition for some phase of his 
work. KOERiiAN also said that RENO was a very mo-ody, tactiturn, 
eccentric character. He \yas an inveterate drinker of hard liquor, but 
this habit did not seem to dull his mind and it -was accepted as part of 
his eccentricity. 


LOERT-h'iN stated that RENO never discussed his family, 
relatives or past. His sole preoccupation was his v/ork or mathematical 
formulas in connection with Aberdeen Research and for his own mental 
relaxation. I'0ERf.'AH did not know of his own knowledge that RENO 
was accustomed to taking books from the library and then using them 
at his home. Ho recalls, however, that RENO after usual working hours 
spent considerable time in a.local restaurant where he was engaged in 
solitary work or mathematicar problems. RENO would drink liquor while 
deeply engrossed in his own v/ork or problems. 

MOERI^JuN stated ho never had any discussion v/hich would 
lead him to believe RENO y;as*or had been a Communist or Communist 
sympathizer. He alv/ays considered PvENO -a loyal American citizen. 
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MOERfi/JI said that ho never heard of any suspicion ^directed against RENOj 
nor vjas it over suspected, to MOERfiiilN'S knowledge, that REMO was ever 
engaged in work of an espionage nature. 

During the interview the nanes of RENO'S associates were 
mentioned to kOERIilAN and these included 'THlTT/iKER CHAMBERS, GEORGE 
CROSLEY, KARL, DAVID ZIF/AiERf^'AN CARPENTER,. "BERNIE", FELIX. INSLERf-IAN, 

PADDY uHALEN. He advised, however, that he never heard REKO mention these 
persons as former associatesi 

M0ERi\.AN believed that for the most part REKO resided 
alone at Aberdeen, Maryland; his- last knov/n residence being in an 
unknown government housing project. M0EK.1AN recalled that at one time 
RENO resided with Dr. DEDERICK, who was in charge of the Mathematical 
Analysis Unit of Exterior Ballistics.

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ARTHUR §i^^^OTERS, 602 Rockland A-^nue, Mamaroneck, New York, 
Professor of Hathematics at Nev/ York University, was interviewed by 
Special Agent R(SERT F« X. 0>KSEPE on January 17, 1949o He said that 
from Febrxiaiy, 1943 to January, I946, he was employed as a mathematician 
in the Ballistics Re^arch Laboratory, Aberdeen Proving Ground, Maryland. 
ProfessorsED;/ARD SBJ^E, JOHN and J.j^REEN and PETERS' 

v/ere v/orking in the same section of tte labofator;^/ith RENO. Professor 
PETERS said that he knew FiilJIKLIN VICTOR RENO during their joint empltymentj 
he said that their only contacts v/ere in the Laboratory. PETERS said that 
he had resided- at Bel Air,. Maryland and never recalled meeting RENO on 
social or business occasions outside the Grounds. PETERS believed that' 

IffiNO resided for a time in the dormitojy barracks established near, tte 
entrance to the Post. 

The only items of RENO'S background-recollected by PETERS 
v/ere that RENO'S -home was fomerly at lieadville,, Golorado and that 
prior to coming to the Grounds he had been an astronomer at the University 
of Virginia, 

PETERS stated that he never knew of any other name used by 
RENO and the name LANCE CLf..R K was entirely foreign to him, 

PETERS stated that the persons who could best furnish information 
concerning RENO were DR. L« .S; DSDSRICK . Chief Ballistician and Col,. 
LESLI©^^'®, U. S. Aniy’A^iTicer ’'i!n' Cl^rge of the Post, ' " 


DR^ POTERS said that RENO had impressed him as a brilliant 
mathematician and-a most conscientious, loyal worker v/ho had received 
an official citation for extraordinary service on exterior ballistics, 

RENO'S chief v/ork was in dravring up bombing tables and problems in 
exterior ballistics. PETERS said that his office' was near RENO'S 
and had worked on joint problems v/ith him, 

PETERS stated that at no time had RENO expressed or 
disclosed his political views, either past or present. He never 
indicated association or sympathy v/ith the Communist Party or Soviet 
itussia. As. a matter of fact',. PETERS stated, he v/ould. be very much 
s\irprised if RSNO had been in the Communist Party. PETEI^ never knew 
or suspected that R^O .furnxsi^d or. attempted to furnish any classified 
infomation from tte files or library of the Proving Grounds to unauthorized 
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PpiilvS stated, he knew of no association-between !7HITT4K‘JR 
CtLJSni^S (whose picture he has seen in tte press) and USMO, or of any 
^ner suspicious association or event v/hich v/ould indicate IJENO had

.Concerning MSTON OAK he v/as a Communist for many years, Ife 
broke with the party about 1937, He has opposed thf, party since that time. 
Until a few months ago v/hen he took a vdth th^i*^oice of America” he had 
been the editor of the newspaper, ”Tte^ffew leader,” -n...1 

LISTON OAK advised he knew T/HITTAKE31 Cffi:iaERS, Ife added that 
he first met CHAIfflSRS around 1931. and was dctive ;vith CffiJSERS in tte 
John Reed Club of the Cofamunist Party in New York City, 


' OAK recalled that at one meeting of the club around 1931 

h©: suggested that'CHtMBERS be assigned to do a job for the club, 

BIL^|^)UNNE who. v/as "then a top functionary of the Party told OAK tl'at 
CEiltBERS could not do the job because he v/as doing special v;ork, OAJT 
understood this to mean that CE.iBERS v/as doing secret work for the *arty« 
He did not ask CH/iliBERS what the work was, -since a good Communist did not 
ask such things, - ' 


OAK stated that he met CHtdiBBItS infrequently during tte 
next fey/ years but didn't know at the time,, just what CH/,MBSRS v/as doing. 

After OAK returned from Spain and pr^ably in the Spring of 
1938, OAK made a trip -to hashingtiu^u see JiJ-iS^^pUNN of the State 
Department concerning one RUSSBIjC[^?^.i:»CiCVELL,, a ^^otskyite who had been 
-arrested and jailed in Spain, lUaK v/anted State Department -to aid. 

HUSSBLL, OAK was accompanied to Y/ashington’ by MRS. BI^iCKffEIL, Before 
OAK left for Y/ashin^on he had learned that CH/J®BRS had broken v/ith 
P^ty, OAK secured CffiJ.<BSRS* Baltimore address and planned on seeing 
him. He called CH/JBBRS probably from ’.Tashington and made an appointment 
to meet him in a roadside restaurant just out side Baltimore, 

OAK advised that on his- return from Washington he met 
CFUilBERS at the roadside restaurant,- liRS, BL/.CK’.TELL was also present, 

CHAMBER told OAK that he had broken w ith the Party and the Sovietsc 
Further that he had been doing intelligence lyork for the Soviets in 
irashington, CE'ilBERS stated that, he nov/ feared for his life and constantly •* 
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guarded his house v/ith a shotgun. 

MI:. OAK c ould not recall v/hether or riot CH/i.l©BRS mentioned 
any of the individuals Tri.th whom he v/orked or just what he dd. 

■OAK stated that he advised CEMSERS to make his story public 
and in this way he v/ould put the public on notice as to the relationship 
between CH/diBERS and the Party and thus he could better protect himself. 

' CHTJiBERS advised OAK that he couldn't-do this, however, he did 
say that he had talked v/ith people in the State Department about his v/ork. 

OAK stated that he was unable to recall apything further about the conversation 

OAK stated that he had seen CHfil©ERS a few times since tte 
meeting in 1938, However, they had not discussed CffiiiiBE^ work v/ith the 
Soviets. . ’ ' 



OAK stated «that he had seen numerous photographs of AICER and 
PRISCIIIif^ HISS in the papers, also FELIX. INSLSmiAN and DAVID CARPENTER and 
•tULI/JI VffiDLEIGH'. He added that he did not knov/ any of these individuals either 
by name or from their photos. OAK further stated that he did not recognize 
BORIS BYKOV, BORRIS HEIJTY or "PETER" by name or from their descriptions. 

In.regard to CHiJBSRS story about Soviet espionage, OAK 
stated that he feels th.at it is true. He bases this on his experiences in 
the Party and his estimate of CHfJBERS credibility.

On January 19, 1949, liSUBEN B. SHEIJITZ. v;as again 
interviev;ed at his office, 276 5th i>.venue, Nev/ York City, by Special 
agent RCSEIUT F» X. O'KSSFE* Upon being shovm a photograph t.f ^GILtCB . 
jiUTCHINS, SHE}?ITZ advised that he had seen this person before and the 
picture stirred his recollection-on a person he vaguely recalled.having 
met or seen. SHEHITZ upon further view stated that the picture seemed to 
fit the person vdth whom he conversed in Nay, 1938 about CHi'J.©Bi{S, He 
stated that the person named GRiiCE had a slight Harvard accent, and was 
very cultured. He believed that if he saw the person and' heard her 
voice he would definitely recognize her, SHSMITZ advised that the name 
HUTCHINS had no significance to him. 


• SH3I.5ITZ referred to his diary for Kay 19, 1938, Entries 
thereon reflected that he had been in court most of the day. In such 
event he would have, been available for office consultation after- 
4:30 P.M. The diary contained an entry, probably in the handwiting 
of one of SHEJHTZ'S three secretaries, as follows: ”4*40 P.M. MISS 
STEVENS." SHSJilTZ advised that this was the only entry in his diary 
pertaining to the episode. In reconstructing the course of events* 
SHEJUTZ presumed that while he was out of the office GR/iCE (v/ho 
will be referred to herein as Gi^lCE HUTCHINS) called at his office . 
and left a note addressed to him with her business address and 
teleph(;ne number thereon, SHEMITZ believed that he called GltiCE and 
made an appointment to meet her in his' office.' In this phone call or 
.later in his office, Glt^CE indicated an urgent desire to ascertain the 
■whereabouts of ;7KITTAI\ER CHidiBBliS and said it was a*matter of life' or 
death.’ In ■the initial phone call, SHE!,1ITZ stated he would not 
divulge aiy information concerning CffiiMBSilS or his whereabouts until 
and unless he met GR/ICE in person and ■was assured of her good faith. 
Asa result Glt^CE came to his office the same day. 

It may be pointed out that SKailTZ knew in 1938 hHITTAKER 
CH4MBBRS had been a member of the Communist Party; that he had' left 
the Party and ceased ■v/hate^ver- work in ■which he -had been engaged for the 
Party; tha-fc because of this he was fearful for his life and the safety 
of his family; that he v/as concealing his v/hereabouts lest harm befall 
them. 
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Knowing thesa facts SHEMEtZ demanded GE/;CE^fSvd**H^r^ 
sincerity and good. faith in seeking CHt.MB0RS whereabouts, inasmuch, ■ 
as she repeatedly impressed^ on SHEJ-OITZ the importance of CHtiUBSRS 
contacting her« 


T/ith reference to the note left by GRiiC^ SHSMITZ stated ' 
he 'had no knowledge of the person referred to as STSVS therein^ nor, 
did he knov; the identity of the ISISS STEVENS referred to in his diary. 
He knew, however^ of no former client by that name. 


In his conversation 7/ith HUTCHINSj SHEIIXTZ said that 
HHTCHINS indicated that she knew CHidtSERS and his wife very- v/ell and 
that she was friendly disposed tcnvard, them. He did reca^ her saying 
that ESTHER and the children .v/ould be safe and no harm would come, to 
them. At no time did HUTCHINS make any express threat, or indicate that 
harm-would, come to V^ITTAIfflR CH.'iHBSIlS. SHEHITZ said, however, there 
Y;a's an ^ference in her statement that he might not bo safe. This 
infej^ence' was apparent to SHEHITZ because HUTCHINS did- not include 
assurance for him in her state.-ent and further SHEl-IITZ knew >CH/j.SERS 
was .‘on -the dodge' because of his v/ithdrawal from Communist -^arty 
activities;. It a-ppearod to SHSM3TZ that<HUTCHINS also knew CH/dffiERS was 
hiding ou-t, but this was not a matter for discussion iri their meeting. 

HUTCHINS' sole purpose apparently was to have CH/dffiERS or ,his v/ife, 
contact her^ however, SHSlilTZ^ although advised, it v/as on an importa'nt 
ma-b-fcer, never learned the real reason for the urgency. 

SKEMITZ stated that he did not know the whereabouts, of 
CH/J«BE11S at the time, but agreed to tiy to contact him.' SHERHTZ said 
he appa-rently tried to con-tact CHtiMBEitS through his mother at telephone 
Lynbrook 2130 Wt.,! notation of this nximber and the v/ords "Pikesville, Iferyland 
844 F-12 oper. 91" appeared on-the note in SHEMITZ' handwriting. ' SHEMITZ 
said he was not successful in locating CHAMBERS and made no further 
efforts beyond making two phone calls, GR/iCE HUTCHINS ne-ver again 
•con-tacted - him, SHElilTZ recalled that sometime la-ter he either met 
CHAMBERS by chance, on the street or .by appointment in a Childs Restaurant 
at 32nd Street and 6th Avenue, He then told CHAMBERS,>of HUTCHINS 
message and visit to the office, CH/d:lBBRS' e-videnced no outward reaction * 

or concern. SHEI-ilTZ said, however, because of CH/daEHS nature, he would' 
not openly express surprise of anxiety. 
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SK3HITZ stated he ■ssas not intimately av/are of CHiJviBERS 
activities, associations or v/ork in the Communist Party underground since 
he has not’seen him more than 'ten times in the 16- years of his married 
life, ,' - .

Reference is made to previous interview with REUBEN 
SHBMITZ and the text of the notes delivered to SHEJ-CtTZ by GRivCS 
HUTCHINS as set out in the report of Sii. JOSEPH M. KELLI dated December 
23 f 1948 at Nev/ York. 

By letter dated, January 3, 1949, from New York, the 
FBI Laboratory v/as requested to make an examination of the handwriting , 
appearing on the letter addressed to MR, SHEIETZ dated May 19, 1938 
and the notation on a piece of paper; "GR/i.CE and her friend STEVE 
must get in touch with you immediately, '• v/ith the known handv/riting 
of GPiii-CE HUTCHINS. By report dated January 6, 1949, the FBI laboratory 
concluded that the ivriting on the- top half of^ the letter of May 19, 

1938 and the notation quoted above v/ere v/ritten by GRivCE HUTCHINS. 

GPaXE HUTCHINS, residence 85 Bedfqrd Street, Nev/ York City, 
Executive Secretary of Labor Research Association, 80 East 11th Street, 

Nev; York City, was interviewed by Special Agents FRfilCIS J, GALL'dlT 

and ROBERT F. X, 0* KEEFE at her office on January 20, 1949. MISS 

HUTCHINS advised that she was born at Boston, Massachusetts of a 

family with a lorg American lineage*. Her father v/gs associated v/ith 

the Boston law firm of HUTCHINS and T/HEELER, prominent in the Massachusetts 

Bar, MISS HUTCHINS stated that she has resided in New York City since 

1917. 


In 1926 while Business Manager for the now defunct publication 
"Old Vforld Tommorrow^"' MISS HUTCHBJS stated sbs met ESTHER SKElilTZ, 
who was then its advertising manager, MISS HUTCHINS advised that during 
I926-I927 she v/ent on a v/orld tour, Ori her return to New York City 
she renevred her association with ESTHER SKEKIETZ and continued to see her 
rather frequently up to 1931, During part of this time ESTHER v;as 
studying art. 

In 1930 MISS HUTCHINS met DHITTaKER CffidlBEiiS who was then 
a vnriter for the "Daily T/orker". She recalled that CHiiMBERS was not 
employed very long with .the "Daily hbrker", before he ceased the 
employment and commenced writing for "New Masses" and on a free lance 
basis. 


MISS HUTCHINS stated that in 1931 she vras a witn^fes at

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the civil marriage ceremorcr of ’.VHITTi.KSR GHj'JBEIlS and ESTH^^HEJflTZ 
at Nev/ york City Hall, 


Tliroughout ;th 9 interviev,* MISS HUTCHDIS. sought to categorize 
CH 1 .MBERS as a liar and generally defame his- reput^ion and character. 

Site pointed -to inconsistences in his testimony before tlie House Conanittee 
on Un-i.merican Activities as to the date he left the Communist Party, 
and his reported employment \vith the Fjailroad Retirement Bi^rd, She 
said that his co-worker at tbs "Daily i'orker" distnisted him a nd 
ESTHER SHE}.iITZ' friends were not happy on learning she intended to mariy 
him, HUTCHINS also heard that CHAMBEI(S' had homosexual tendencies and 
that on one occasion he had been in a mental institution, MISS HUTCHINS 
did not enlarge upon her statement, ,nor did she offer proof of the 
accuracy of the samei 


MISS HUTCHINS v/as/questinned concerning tlte natuite and purpose- 
of her visit to R EUBEN B, iSIf^jlT Z in _1938s Reference in this connection 
is made to the restifof’arririterview with SHS^U[TZ and the texts of the 
tvrt) messages loft by one GRi^CS-for delivery to SHEJilTZ'* sister,' llRSi 
7/H3TTAKER Cffi^MBERS, ■ - . 

MISS HUTCHBIS said that in 1934 or 1935 WHITTAKER'CH/d-BERS 
asked her for.a loan, of ajvney, claiming that he desired to ha-ve" his 
teeth fixed, which according to MISS HUTCHINS v;ere in an advanced stage 
of decay. MISS HUTCHINS said she loaned GKi.l^ERS $ 50,00 for- the 
purpose stated. She said the loan ivas made in cash and no note or other 
receipt was taken frt..m CK/dBERS,. MISS .'HUTCHINS said the loan ’ivas 
never repaid arid she could not i-emember whether CH/-1BSRS ever had his 
teeth f^ed. MISS HUTCHINS stated that betv/een 1934 arid 1937 she saw, 
CHfdffiERS occasionally but did' not knov; of any activity engaged in by 
him with the exception of his free lancewxriting. She. recalled that 
CH/il.®ERS and his wife were residing cn a farm in Nev/ Jersey and she had 
visited -them there; From 1934 or 1935 (the time o*f .the ’loan) to 1937 
MISS HUTCHINS said that she never Risked CH/JMBERS. f.or- repayment of the' 
loan. 


She said that in 1937 she v/as in need of money and -thus 
tried to get in touch with V.'HITTiiKER CH/JBERS through REUBEN SHEIilTZ for 
the purpose' of asking CHyffiERS for repayment, MISS HUTCHINS stated 
that this was the. sole reason for her visit to SHJSHITZ in: 1937 ^ it is 
to be noted that SHEMITZ^. his diary and the. notes turned owr to- this 
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Bureau reflect the date of her visit as May, 1938. 

HTiTnHTWfii recollection is that she first calHed 
SHBMITZ on the^ phone and then made an appointment to visit hiia on the 
afternoon of ths same day. MISS HUTCHINS said she met SHEMITZ in his 
office and inquired as to the v/hereabouts of YiHITTAKER’CH/i},©EI^S and his 
vdfe. She said she mentioned nothing about the loan to SHEIOTZ. She’ 
further recalled that SHEliETZ said "they do not v/ant to be found" and 
from this,'MISS HUTCHINS concluded that CHA1.SERS had left the Communist 
Party and ceased his vrork for the Party, MISS HUTCHINS stated that 
she did not knov? the nature of the work performed by him for the' Communist 
Party, MISS HUTCHINS said that she had never told SHEJ.4ITZ her need for 
getting in touch with CHAISEHS \7as ‘a, matter of life or death,' nor did 
she indicate any urgency v/hatsoever, lasS HUTCHBIS stated that she had 
never made any implied threat of violence against CH/.iMBERS to SHEtilTZ. 

She further denied that s^s went to SHE^'ITZ as ah emissary for sbme 
Communist Party functionary who .sought to learn CHfJ©ERS v;hereabouts* 

She stated that she did not know at the time that Cl^MBERS had left the 
Communist Party and it v/as only SHE14ITZ* remark which lead her to 
conclude that he had done so. She reiterated that ihis conclusion was 
solely based on SHEIilTZ* remark. 

MISS HUTCHINS further denied saying to SKEl.iITZ that ESTHER 
SHEIUETZ. a nd her children would; be safe and that CH/*},®ERS should contec-f* 
'‘her immediately, 

MISS HUTCHBIS recalled that her message to,SHEMITZ was oral^ 
she did not remember leaving a vifitten note for SHEMITZ.- She was staroled^ 
on learning that such a note v^as in existence, although ,nev/spaper accounts 
made previous reference to one such written note, MISS HUTCHINS stated 
that she did not recall any person by the name of STEVE or MISS STEVE'NS. 
in connection vdth this incident, nor, did she 'recall requesting- SHEMITZ 
to have GHhiiBERS contact 'STEVE* or herself^ 15ISS HUTCHENS denied 
knowing A LEXitNDSR, STE^TENS , v/ith aliases, J-* W^eters, Steve^iiler, 

At this point*, although admitting work for whe Communist ^arty 
in labor research, she was, not closely' associated with Communist Party 
Headquarters and its intimate activities. She fiirther stated that she 
did “not kncv/ FELIX BISLERMAN or ALGER HISS, nor of ary connection betweeii 
ttem and CHAlffiERS. She further stated she* only knew DAVID CARPEt^TER 
as. a. T/riter fpr the "Daily V/orker" arid as an organizer for. the Party 
' in Texas* 


ICCSS HUTCHINS, ivas requested to furnish' a statement oyer 
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her signature setting out her recollection of the SHEMITZ epiSude, She 
stated she wculd not do so until she consulted a lawyer for advice, 

IflSS HUTCHIHS was not furnished vath the text of the notes 
TOPitten by her; nor, v;as she advised that they were dated May 19, 193S, 
She was not interrogated at length in view of her possible appearance 
before the Grand Jury at which time her notes could be used as evidence, 
MISS HUTCHINS v/as not a cooperative witness. It is f,urther noted that 
the Labor-Research Association Ihc. is included in'a list of Communist 
organizations as classified by the Attorney General according Section 
3 -Part III of ^ecutive Order 9835,

Miss HUTCHINS volunteered that she, is a firm believer in 
the 'Constitution of the Commuhist Party and that upon learning indirectly 
from SHE15TTZ that CH/JBSRS had severed his connection with the PariJy, she 
made ho :^rther attempts to contact him. She pointed out that she has 
been affiliated Tdth the Communist Party for 21 years and in 1936 ran for 
the office of State Comptroller on the Coimnunist Party ticket,

On the evening of Januaiy 19} 1949i TROlSkS J, DCXMJAN} 

Special Assistant to the Attorney General, requested that an Agent of 
this office be present during an interview ofGUSTAV RUliRICK. 
RUIEICH, who is the former subject -of the Bureau case entitled 'GUENTifSR; 
GUSTAV PvUIsRICH, was, et alj ESPIONAGE -r G} INTERNAL SECURITT - G,«» had, 
indicated to Assistant United States Attorney LAURITANO, of £he Southern 
District of New York, that he had information of value in the evarrent i'nvesr 
tigationj RUMRICH is now in Federal custody at New York av/aiting sentencing 
on Hail Fraud charges, to which he has pleaded- guilty, 

SA DANAHY, m, DONEGAN, FRED SlRINS and RAYMOND TfliEARTY, 
Special Assistants to the Attorney General, and I.IR, RUl,KICK’S counsel 
attended the interview of RUMRICH, which took place in IK, Da®GAN»S 
office* RUIKICH related that in late 1937, while in contact with members 
of -Nie German espionage ring operating in New, York City, one of the German 
Agents named SCHr.£EBT asked RUMRICH if he had any State Department centacts; 
RUIKiCH replied that while in the United States Army in 1934 he had made 
application for a position in the State Department and as a result of this 
application received a reply from that Department indicating that he v/ould 
be considered in the event of an opening,' On the day follov/ing the inquiry, 
made by SCHMIDT of RUIKICH, SCKIffBT instructed RUIKICH to (^rect a letter 
of inquiry concerning his application to the State Department and at this 
time, according to RUIKICH j SCHllEDT furnished him vdth a State Depar^traent 
room number which he can no longer recall, which room number was to be 
affixed to the address on the envelope, 

RUIKICH continued that SCHMIDT told him that as a result of 
this correspondence RUIKICH would hearfrom one or jsvjo persons, who v/ould 
identify themselves by the passv7ord^(^MUR« qj^^ENA,” ' According to 
RUIKICH^ SCHIDEDT advised that arrangements woi^ld then be made for a meeting 
between RUIKICH and ’’AlIUR” or “LENA” and' at this meeting ’’AMUR”* or ”LEKA” 
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T/ould produce a blue shoot of paper bearing an address in llontcvidoo^ 

Uruguay. Pin'PTP.U^s tatcs that he knev; this address at the,time but has 
since forgotten it. According to RUlHICHj SCHMIDT instructed him that 
upon recognizing this address he xisls to take it and^ in turn, ho v;as 
to furnis h »AiIUR»_o r “LENA” v;ith a since forgotten address in Voraciuz, 
Uo:ico, 5 Jhich ha(F^8ecn~iviiuSshed him for this purpose by SCHirCDT. !]^o 
mechanics of this exchange v/cre as-follows; RpiRICH v/as to take the 
blue sheet -of paper and tear off tho portion bearing the Hontevideo 
address and place tho Veracruz address on the remaining portion of tho 
blue sheet, 

RUJRICH stated that as a result of these instructions ly 
SCHHIDT" ho vjrotc a letter to the State Department and three or four* days 
later received a call at v/ork frpm a man v/ho identified himself by tihe 
password “AI.1JR.” By agreement made during this telephone call, RUI1RICH 
mot "AliUR” that evening in tho lobby of the Hotel Taft in Nciv York City, 
RUIRIGH states that he was able* to identify ”Al?JR” because he had instructed 
him in his telephone conversation to carry a copy of the “Christian Science 
llonitor." 

RUIRICH states that after meeting “AI.IUR” they proceeded to 
a restaurant several blocks north of the hotel where “AMUR” produced a 
Montevideo address on a piece of blue paper. RUMRICH states that he 
accepted this -address and furnished “AMUR” with the Veracruz address. 
RUliRICH,states that subsequently he advised one of his Gorman principals; 
one SANDERS, of this meeting in a letter directed to SAIIDEHS. at a Dundee',, 
Scotland, mail drop, RUMRICH states that at .a subsequent mcotiag xlth* 
SCHIEEDT he furnished him y/ith the Montevideo address v;hich he had obtained 
frean “AllJR” and SCHJilDT thai told him that he. would have to act as a Nev; 
York City mail drop for five or six letters. He would be able to recognize 
these letters as distinguished from his ov/n mail because they y/ox0.d bear 
tho nxunber thirty-tv/o or the number sixteen on the lov/or left-hand corner 
of the envelope. RUmiCH states that SCHI-ODT inst^ycted him to forward all 
letters bearing'the number thirty-two to one AinjRAJi^ERHISS, Cold Spring 
Lane, Baltimore, liaryland, and in forwarding thc^letters ho was to insert 
a middle initial to tho name AMFJRjfiL GERHISS, which was to correspond with 
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the nvunbered sequence of the letter; thus, in the first letter he should 
insert the initial in the second the initial *'B," ctc» Letters 
T.’hich he received bearing the number sixteen on the envelope RBIiRICH 
states he v;as to fonvard to J, llBBOr, care of General Delivery, Brooklyn, 
Nov; York* 


RUIIRICH states that he received four letters which ho 
forwarded to GERhI SS and on t)jp day ho received the fifth he v;as visited 
by another German Agent, (^j^d^CHIUETER, v;ho took the letter' from him 
and disposed of it in a manner unknovm to^lJiRICH* RUHRICII states that 
ho received no letters bearing the number sixteen oh them.- 

Yiith reference to the described exchange of addrccses pre¬ 
viously mentioned, RUiSRICH states that SCHMIDT described tliis exchange 
to him as a temporary working agreement between tv;o agencies gathering 
intelligence information in the Urn.ted States, which agencies RUIEICH' 
states he understood to be German and Russian irftelligenco agencies* 
RUI.jRICH states that SCHliIDT described .the Montevideo address to him as 
a place whore passports were being forged .for prospective candidates in, 
the Abr^am Lincoln Brigade, vrhich SCHMIDT described as HTho /imur Lena 
Brigade;» 


RUI.RICH states that SCHMIDT advised him that this activity 
was carried on with the assistance of the Chief of the Latin-Amcrican 
Division of the United States State Departmc-r\t« RUjf.EICH ccatinuod that 
SCHI.0DT has told Irim in 'the course of meetings that valuable 'industrial 
espionage was being carried on by AKTORG in the United States and that 
. KEISON ROCKEFELLER, who v/as then employed as a correspondent for a naticri-r* 
wide nev/^t^cr chain, had made an agreement at Mobile, Alabama, with one 
ARISTE^»^0L0S, who, according to RUIEICE v/as the reputed head of 
Soviet espionage in North Amorica. According to RUHRICH, this agreement 
by CBOLOS and ROCKEFELLER 'was that in the event of a Soviet revolution 
in the United States no members of the ROCKEFELLER family would'bo liquidated 
but they would deliver their assets to the Soviets and, in turn, v/ould be 
appointed Commissars of Oil in the Soxdet United States, 

RUI.5RICH. stated that SdiMIDT had given him a general picture of 
the post-Soviet United 'States, in which the following persons would direct

^ RUI.RICH continued his. narrative .by stating that in, February/ 
1938 ^ he was in the custody of Special Agepts of the State Depar^ent and 
Detectives of the Hew York City Police Department/ Alien Squad, over a 
period of fbur or five days,--- Dvuihg this time, RUIRICH states that he was 
kept on Governors Island in custody for one night, .sjxjnt another night 
at Federal Detention Headquarters where ho v;as booked under an assumed 
name, and on a third evening was ^booked in a Nov York Oily Police Department 
precinct under a Palsc name* RUJ31ICH stated that subsequently ho was' 
held for several days in a room at the Hotel No\v Yorkdr*- Vihile there, he 
v/as visited' for a jksriod of about ten minutes by the man who was previously 
Imoi-m to him as »AHUR» » RUI.RICH states tl^at this visit, in the absence of 
otlwr witnesses, was obviously arranged with the State Department Special 
Agents by “AlIUR,” who, after entering the room at the hotel, told RUIEICH 
that ho \yas a State Department employee and v; arned him that his testimony 
in the matter at hand should concern itself solely with Gorman espionage* 

Ho states that **AII(JR**’ instructed him that he should forget cvciything v/hich 
ho knev/ concerning the Abraham Lincoln Brigade and Soviet intelligence* 
activities if he knew v/liat was good for his fajiiily. RUL5RICH stated that 
at tnis time he had pdronts xn Czechoslovakia and his vdLfe and children 
were in llissoula, Montana, and because of fear for their safety ho complied 
with »/J.IUR'S» demand. 

RUI,‘RICH can only describe «AiaJR» as being' in his middle 
thirties, over six feet tali, slin^-.well—groomed and well spoken and 
obviously of American birth* RULiRICH states that one of the State Depart¬ 
ment jigents v/hb left the room to allovY this interview was a- HR* TUBBS, 

T/hilc one of the Nev? York City Detectives was a MRi MURRAY, 


RUmiCH continued that after several dayst 'detention at 
the'hotel, he was turned over to .agonts^f the New York Office of the FBI 
and, in particular, to former SA lEQlri jf upJtOU * Ho stated'that in his con¬ 
versations ■:;ith former Agent TURROU ho endeavored on several occasions to 
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indicate that he had knoT/lodgc of ospi-^nago activities other than German 
but that on each occasion TURROIL^t urncd the conversation avjay and 
eventually told him tliat he knot; vjhat RUIiRICH kne^v and didn*t r/ant to hear about 
it* RUIiRICH states that at this titec TURROU- told him to concentrate on 
German espionage’since at that time the Soviet Union v/as a friendly nation 
and RUURICH’S kncv/lcdgo of thc-ir activities .v;ould be exceedingly harmful to 
relations between the Soviet and the United States if allovjcd to leak out. 
R’OlPvICH states that ho v/as never questioned directly by TURROU or any other 
office concerning Soviet espionage* Kc further advised that the German 
intcUigenoo agont^l^^H^DT and SCKLUSTER_e scapcd this country during the 
roundup of subjects in iSc RUVRICH case and v/dro never apprehended# 

A review of the case entitled »fcUBfflHE R^GU ST.’ALIlUIl>ICH. was, 
ot al; ESPIONAGE rG^ INTEiiNaL SECURITT - G" reflects that SCHLUETBR 
probably is K/J^J^^HIAJETER, fugitive in that case, and SCHIIIDT and S/JIDERS, 
v/hosc first names are unl<nov;n, are also very probably the two fugitives 
named v/ith SCHLUETER in the RUIHICH'case. 

Vfith roforenco to the allegations made by RUieiCH tliat 
assistance v/as being rendered to an underground group supplying passports 
for prospective candidates in the American Lincoln Brigade by the Chief 
of the lAW.n-Amcrican Division' of the State Department^ it is noted that* 
LAURENCS^jJUGGAN held that position .at that time and on Depembor 10, 1948j 
v/hen interviewed by Bureau Agents in the current investigation, DUGGAN 
advised that he strongly sympathized with .the Loyalist case in Spain and 
had made a contribution of about $10.00 to this cause. 

l!Ri T. J'. DOMEGAN advised Agent DAKAHY that he desired a 
preliminary investigation be nado to verify the basic facts in the RUIRICH 
story prior to. having RUISICH testify before the Grand Jiiry.* IS, DCSHGAN 
indicated that there is a possible basis for the story in vdew of CKAJffiERS» 
allegation of the use of Gorman boats to transmit Russian microfilm. 

A further review of the RUISICH file indicates that since 
RUi.RICH*S release by Federal Au'thorities after serving a term for conspiracy 
to violate the Espionage Act, RUIiRICH has been in police difficulties in 
several instances and locations throughout the United S'tates* Assistant 
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United States Attorney LilUrP/J'IO, of the Southern Distriet of !?cy/ York, 
has advised that at the present time the charges under ’.vhich RUIIilCH 
is being held arc the outgrov;th of a bald fraud attempted by RULIIICH in 
w’liich he solicited doctors and hospitals throughout the nation, offering 
to supply them i.'ith prepared-slides of various microbes, .RU!!RIC}I received 
numerous orders for these prepared slides, accompanied hy chocks from 
the intended purchasers. He appropriated ail of these checks to jiis 
personal use, made no effort -to procure the slides and as a matter of fact, 
according to I,R, L\URITANO, had no intention to over furnish the slides. 

The numerous scrapes in ;*vhich RUIJUICH has become involved suggests a possible 
psychopathic condition on the -part of liUIlRICFr and the possibility exists 
that RUmiCH may have concocted the aforo-montionod story for the purpose 
of delaying or mitigating his sentence on the l&di Fraud charges* 

At the present time, tlrLs office is rcvievdng the RUIPvICH' 
case file in an'effort to verify the salient points of RUmiGH'S story 
and, -fclicrcdftcr, a decision T;iil be made as to whether a-complete investi¬ 
gation of this .matter vdll be conducted. 


_ , The Burv.au Y,'as advised of the above facts' by Hc ^7 York teletype 

dated January 20, 1949:, and requested to check its files for any pertinent 
inrormaticn. The Mobile and Baltimore Offices v/cro likewise requested to 
revierw their files for any information wiiich v/ould be of assistance 
this matter.

At the outset of this intorviev; it v^as pointed out to Mr. INGRAIN 
that the interviewing Agents were well aware of the story that he had 
previously told to Agents of the F.B. I. in Atlanta, Georgia and ho was 
also told that the Agents vrorc -aware that, ho had just testified before 
the Grand Jury. He vras asked if there was anything that he vdshed to add, 
to the testimony that ho had previously given or if there was anything 
that ho wished to clarify. He stated that there was nothing further- that 
he wished to add and ho reiterated the fact that the information ho had 
previously given \ras the truth. He v;as then shovm the full length picture 
of ALCSR HISS thab was taken at tho P. B. I. Office immediately follo^ving 
the arraignment of ALCSR HISS on December 16> 1948 and he v/as asked if 
this v/as the same individual v/hom he had met in Washington in 1937 and 
v/ho had approached him to do errands for him. After looking at the 
picture for a few minutes, he stated that this definitely was not the 
same individual. He was then shown tho full face and side face picture 
of AI.G3R HISSthat vfas taken on December 16, 1948, immediately following 
tho arraignment of AL(35R HISS and INGR/J'! again stato'd that this individual 
did not appear to be tho same as the individual he had previously 
mentioned. 

BIGRAH further stated that tho individual vfhom he thinks may be 
ALGSR HISS spoke with a foreign accent. He v;as questioned as to whether 
ho meant foreign in that it was tho accent of an individual from a 
country other than the United States and he advised that that was- the 
fact. Ho was then asked if he believed the tall, individual who 
approached him in 1937 in Vfeshington, D. C. was of Jewish extraction. To 
this he replied that tho tall individual vihq approached him in 1937 in 
Vfashington, D. C. was in all probability Jcvidsh or'Italian because this 
individual was dark skinned and had very black, hair. 

It should be noted that such description does not fit that of 
AL(SR HISS. 
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3N(21AM insisted that the picture that he had observed in ‘ 
the newspapers shqvdng ALCSR and DOJALD HISSentering the Cpurt House 
at the time the publicity first appeared in the nev/spapers appeared to 
him to;^bo the same individual as the one v/ho approached him in ’Washington. 

3NGRAY. again vras questioned as to his reputation for being a 
drinker and he readily admitted that he had the reputation for being a 
bit of a drinkpr. Ho vras asked if at apy time ho had over boon in any 
institution or hospital. He stated that on one occasion in the late 1930’s 
his father had had him committed to a farm in Georgia for drunkonoss. Ho 
stated that his father did this in ordo^ to try to cure him of his habit 
of habitual drunkonoss. Ho advised that the only other time ho was in a . 
hospital was in 1945 vdion ho was in a veteran's hospital because of a 
heart condition and a bad stomach. 

At the conclusion of the interview, >5:*. 3N®AM was escorted by the 
Agents to the l4th floor v/horo ho was turned over to the guard (Deputy 
U.S. Marshal) who stated that ho would inform !5r. DCNEG/iN that wo had 
completed the interview with INGRAM. 
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The following investigation was conducted by Special 
Agent JAJ5ES P. f.5ARTINs 

It is noted that on interview by Agents of the Washington 
Field Office in February, 1942 BENJAIO^ANDEL suggested that 
^^J ^CHWARTZJjA N. a former Communist, be interviewed concerning ALGER HISS, 

' KIAweL' said that SCHY.’ART2iaAN was believed to have had a contact at the 
Department of State who might possibly have been ALGER HISS, 

EPHRAIM SCHY.ARTa.AN was interviewed in New York City 
by Special Agent H. FLETCHER in February, 1942 but stated that he did 
not know ALGER HISS by nano. He stated that he knew a few people in 
the State Department,- but that he could not connect the name of ALGER 
HISS T/ith any of his acquaintances in the State Department. 

For purposes of re-interviewing EPHRAIM SCHW<iRTa.'AN 
in order that the photographs of ALGER HISS could be shown him, and 
in order that the names of any contapt of SCKWARTZMAN'S at the State 
Department could be ascertained, the office of Local 338, Grocery 
Clerks Union, 152‘West 42nd Street, was contacted. That office advised 
that SCHV/ARTZi«5AN, who at one time was president of this local, was no 
longer associated with the union. Inquiries to locate him disclosed that 
SCHV/ARTZ^.A^I had lived at 25-39'99th Street, Queens, New York City, until 
October, 1947 and at 139 V’.'est 95th Street until May, 1948, under the 
names EPHR^lIM SCIiWARTa«AN and Fi^gE^'^LR'.AN, 'J^om May,. 1948 to September 7, 
1948 ho was employed at and residefd at Grand I..ountain Hotel, Greenfield 
.Park, New York. 

AEST^TEINHORN, former manager of this hotel, presently 
residing at, Walden; Now York, subsequently advised that he had received 
a communication from the Unemployment Division of New York State listing 
SCH?uiRTZI»^AN’S address at the beginning of 1949 as 945 South Grand View, 

Los Angele^ Californiai STEINHORN said that SGHWARTZIvlAN Jiad usedihe

0-5 through 0-69 have been identified in, the referenced 
report as the documents which' Ivfr* CHAlffiERS stated were turned over to him by 
Al^ro Hiss,' 0^ through C -69 have been identified' by the Laboratory as having- 
been typed on a Woodstock typewriter, - The typewi^iter that typed Q-5 has not 
been definitely identified. 

Also in referenced report it was pointed* out that on 
January -4, 1949, that ’three original letters and tvro. carbon copies of letters 
signed by ALGER KISS, secured from the file of Dr, JAMES t]^^ 0T\7ELL; an, 
official of the Carnegie Endowment ^or International Peac*^ were forwarded to 
the FBI Laboratory, At the same time there werealso forwarded to the EBI 
Laboratory an 'original letter and two carbon copies of letters secured from 
the file of ALGER HISS at the Qarnegie Endowment for international Peace. For 
the purposes of this report, those eight specimens hereinafter'will be referred 
to as K-199 through K- 206 , ' 4 

By letter dated January 6 , 1949, the FBI Laboratory advised 
that the typewriters which were used to type K-IQQ through K-2p6 were not used

Laboratory advised that it had concluded that the typewriters used to type 
K-214 and K-215 vrere not used to type Q-^ through 0-69, 


On January 14, 1949, there was transmitted to the FBI 
Laboratory-a' bound volume of a thesis written by PRISCILLA HISS at the time 
•she T/ras studying for her Masters Degree at Columbia University, This thesis 
was entitled', ‘(JOHN HARINGTON AND ORLANDO FURIOSO”, The thesis was submitted, 
by PRISCILLA HISS in May, 1929, and consisted .of forty-nine typewritten pages 
and four typev/fitten pages entitled, '"Biography”*. . This thesis was delivered 
personally to the Bureau by SA 'NORl-IAN P. BAGYffiLL* 

For the purposes of this report, this thesis vdll be 
referred to hereafter as K-3b3, • 


By letier dated January IP, 1949, the FBI Laboratory 
reported that the thesis prepared by PRISCILLA HOBSON (maiden name of PRISCILLA 
HISS) and which is in a bound volume described as K-303, has been compared 
with ^5 through Q-69 and it was concluded the typeV/ri'ter which was .used to 
prepare the thesis submitted by, HilSCILLA, HOBSON was not the machine used to 
type 0-5 or was not the machine used to type Q-6 through 0^9. The Laboratory 
further concluded that a comparison of the corrections, hand, lettering, spelling, 
typographical errors, etc,, in the thesis with those in Q-5 through Q-69 does 
not disclose individual characteristics or habits sufficient for a conclusion 
identifying or eliminating Mrs, HISS as the person who typed or corrected the 
questioned documents, Q—5 through G-69y There were noted proof reader marks 
■appearing in the thesis and on some of the questioned documents which, according 
to the Laboratory, were not sufficiently distinctive for a conclusion to be 
* reached. According to the Laboratory, the misspelling in the questioned 
documents appears more on the order of typographical errors rather than lack 
of knowledge in spelling of words. The hand lettering used as corrections in 
many places on .0-6 through Q-69 is too limited in comparison with the known 
handprinting,.as well .as not being sufficiently comparable for a conclusion 
to be reached. However, the shape of the "small letter R".„ which is hand 
some of the questioned documents, is not common ivith, the fom of 
the hand printed R" appearing ori some pages of the thesis.

' ' Furthc^surveillance .df DAVID V/AHL, a suspected Russian 

agent, revealed that DAVlm/AHL contacted Doctor DANIEL E. SCHNEIDER, at 
110 East 07th Street, New'York City, On April 8, 1947,, and said surveil¬ 
lance reflected that Doctor SCHNEIDER and DAVID VIAHL ■feilked together 
from 11:05 P.M. on April 8, 1947 until 12;io A..M. on April 9, 1947, -mak¬ 
ing notes during their conversation. 







Further, a Confidential Informant of Hie Washington 
Fiel^Office advised Agents of the Y/ashington Field Office that J.{flRY 
JANK^ENBY, also a suspected Russian, agon-j/, on April 27,. 1947 ^oke of 
th6 fact that NATHAN GREGORY -SILVERMSTER been questioned 'by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and said tlkt. DAN and HELEN. SCHNEIDER 
had been in Yiashington, D. C. for the weekend visiting DAVID Y/AHL and that 
there had been a party for DAN and HELEN SCHNEIDER -sdiich MARY JANE KEENEY 
' attended.'' According to the Informant, J<!ARY JANE KEENEl^ evidently speak¬ 
ing of' the questioning of SILVERtiASTER by the Federal Bvireau of Investi¬ 
gation, said she had wanted to discuss the ’’developments” with DAN but had 
not had a chance. This Infornant had no further information as to the 
identity of DAN and HELEN SCHNEIDER, but information to be set forth 
hereinafter reflects that the wife of Doctor DANIEL E. SCHNEIDER is named 
HELEN SCHNEPJER.

On intervieyr by Special Agents. James P. Ibrtin an'd 
Robert F, X,*O’Keefe, Doctor DANIEL E. SCHNEIDER emphatically disclaimed

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any knowledge of or correspondence with ALGSR HIB3, or any member of the 
HISS fandly. He was shov’m photographs .of ALGER HISS, but said he had 
never seen any such person "and v^ould recall if he had seen such a person. 

He was advised that there vas infornation in the possession of this office 
that he had been in correspondence with ALGER HIS^' during 1945 and 1946 j 
but Doctor SCHNEIDER said ho could find nothing it^ the records of his 
office that T;ould shovf any correspondence vdth ALGER HISS or Tdth any ^ 
member of the HISS family. HovTever, he stated that his office records 
were not well naintained and requested time to check his personal records. 

'On a; subsequent intorvier; conducted by Special Agents 
James P, l&rtin and Francis J. Gallant. Doctor .DANIEL E. SCHNEIDER gave 
the foUovdng information; ■■ 

He said he was .born February 26, I907 at Cleveland, 

Ohio and had attended -Undergraduate School and Graduate' School at V/estorn 
Reserve University. Subsequent to that ho had, from 1935 to 1939, been 
attached to the staff of Bellevue Hospital Psychiatric Division, Now York 
City. He advised that his vdfe is named HELEN SCHNEID^ and that he had 
been narried to. her since 1937. Ho said he has- resided since 1939 at-llO 
East 87th Street> New York City, where he also maintains his office as .a 
psychiatrist. Prior to that he-had lived tor a short time in 1938 on- 
Yfest 68th Street, New York City, at an address v/'hich he cahoot recall, 
and during 1937 and part of 193S ho had resided at 7 Park Avenue, Now York 
City. * ' 

Doetor SCHl'JEIDER related that in addition to being 
attached to the staff of Bellevue Hospital until 1939, he has at various 
times since then been attached to the staffs of Montefiore Hospital and 
Mount Sinai Hospital, Nev/ York City, in psychiatidc work at both hospitals. 

Doctor SCHNEIDER said -that in the Summer of 1945 he 
occupied Cabin Number Three/’ at Mount Airy Road, Croton, New York. .He 
said that he recalled that .sometime during 1945 ALGER HISS had telephoned 
him about a problem requiring psychiatric examination^ which exandnatlon 
T/as nofto be for AISER HISS or ERISOILI4 HISS. Then, abqut July or Aug¬ 
ust, 1945,' AISER HISS and his wife had -visited him at his office to dis¬ 
cuss this problem; Doctor SCHNEIDER said that he then saw the person 
recommended tojiira by ALGER 'HISS, for a very short time, and examined -fchis^ 
person as a patient but got nowhere vd-bh this individual and so had dropped 
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tho. case* 


Doctor SCHNEIDER said his professional ethics ■would 
not permit, him to name the person given psychiatric treatment, but ad'vised 
it was not AIXJER HISS or HIISCILIA HX^e Ho said he would no't say ’whether 
it v/as or was not any other meinber of the KISS family and this ad-vice 
was" given when tho name TII!0TH1Q^BS0N v/as mentioned to Doctor SCHNEIDER, 

Doctor SCH^felDro said it vras in regard to this natter 
that he had telephoned ALGER HISS in Tiasliing'ton, D. C,, during 1945, but 
said he could only recall being in communication vith ALGER HISS,' from 
lis residence in Croton, New York, on one occasion during 1945. He said 
be had fofv-jarded his bill from his office at ilO East Q7th Street, New 
York City, to AIGER HISS in Viashington, D. C., and advised that he had 
repeived payment from AIGER HISS in September, 1945<. .However,-ho said he 
cannot recall any co.rrespondence -with, AIGER HISS in iby, 1946, and stated 
he. cannot -bhink of any reason for any such correspondence'if it was in 
connection vdth the abovcHmontioned psychiatric -treatment, since he had 
already received payment in 1945® 

Doctor SCHNEIDER said he could find no correspondence, 
either type-v-?ritten or handwritten, from AIGER HISS, jk*esen-!a.y in his Hies 
and said^ frirther, that if there v/ere any such correspondence he doubted 
that he would furnish it to the F.B.I* since he said it probably wo\ild 
relate -to the above-rmentioned psychiatric acaraination conducted of- another 
person at the request of AIGER HISS, 

Doctor DANIEL E. SCHNEIDER v/as unable to explain why_ 
he had been so emphatic in s-ba-fcing he had .never tseen AIGER HISS, on -the 
occasion of the first inter-view yri.th him, even after photographs of ALGER 
HISS had been displayed to.him,and Doctor SCHNEIDER appeared uncooperative 
during the course of both interviews,. 

Doctor SCHNEIDER was asked if he could recall distri¬ 
buting the pamphle-b "X Ray“, aforementioned, v/hile at Belle-vue Hospital, 
Doctor SCHNEIDER, hesi-batingly said He could not recall this pamphlet, 
bu-b ad-vised he may have distributed same while in tHq Psychiatric Division 
of Belle-vue Hospital. He vrais then asked if he is presently a member of 
the Communist Par-by’-and he said that ho is.not, )Vhen asked if he had 
ever been a member of -bhe Communist Party he askeh for a moment to think 
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tMs over and then hesitatingly replied, He •vvas asked if he had 

ever been contacted by any person in connection T>ith^Communist activities 
and'again. ansY;ered, **No«,? He was further asked'if he had ever been con¬ 
tacted by anyone, in regard'to'Russian espionage acti^ties^or whom he 
thought .might be engaged in Russian espionage activities, and ha^repliedi.

At .the conclusion of the in'torview Doctor. DANIEL E« 
SCHNEIDER said ho desired, to change his, ansvrors to .two. of; the above”ques^ 
tions, rSffieiyj in regard to the'question as-to v/hether he had ever been 
a member of'the Communist i^rty, and in regard to the question as to whe¬ 
ther he had ever been, contacted by anyone in regard'to Communist activities' 
He advised, ttet he vdshed his an^vers ■to state that he- preferred not to 
answer, either of those questions • ” .

Mr. ALLEN pointed out that all requests for contri¬ 
butions are sent out from the Foundation on regular forms with business reply 
envelopes enclosed obyiating any necessity for correspondence on the part of 
donors. 


A similar inquiry wa.s also conducted at the Save the Children"^ 
Federation, 1 Madison Avenue, New York City, to ascertain if any typewritten 
correspondence v/as in the files of this organization. Mr. FRED A. MOORE, 
Assistant Director, and EMILY CAPPELI advised the only record of Mr. or lirs. 
HISS wa.s a §5.00 contribution to the Federation by Mrs. 'fllSS on April 18, 1942, 
There were no typewritten specimens located in the files of this organization. 

V^Friday, January 14, 1949, contact was had vdth Miss ANNA ROTHE, 
Editor oPjACurrent BioE^raphv." a publication released by the H. YL Wilson 
Company 950 University Avenue, Bronx, Now York.
